IT is now paft Midnitht, and being called out of 
ray Bed by the People of the Hoofe where I 
Jodge, I knew not how to beftow my Time better^ 
^n in giving thee an Account of this Occurrence. 
'Here is now io violent a Tempeft of Thunder, 
Lightning and Rain, that the whole Hemifphere 
feems to be on Fire ; and the SuperAitious are over- 
whelmed with Pamck Fears, concluding this Storm 
will uftier in the Dety of Judgment, ft has coriti- 
nued theie tWo Hours 1 and tlM^y tell me, that no 
Jefs than twenty Houfes are burnt to Aihet already. I 
had icarce taken my Pen from the laft Word, when a 
Flafti of Lightning dyed aU the Papers and Books, 
on the Table whereon I now write, as black as Soot ; 
whereof this fcorchM Paper may be a TeilimcniaU 
which I (end enclo&d Ohferve but the Colour and 
Smell, and thou wilt fay, Tis damped with the 
Mark of the Thunderer, Tis that whereon I had 
begun to write to thee ; but, this ihirfly firtt at a 
Moment, lick'd up all the Inl4 ib that the Impreffion 
is wholly eflBbc\l. 

The ReafoB of their calling me out of my Bed

There is a private Stair- Cafe in my Chamber, 
which leads to a .Tek^ras DnUa« icfp of the Houfe. My 
Curiofity carried me thither, where methought I 
'beheld AWirrtf in her Frblicks and Rants. The 
greateft Part of the Sky was clear and ferene, and 
innumerable Stars appeared ; but, round the JSrims 
of the HprifotHf a growing Bulk oT Ciouds encom^ 
^ paiTed the Earth, fpouting forth Catarada of Fire from 
oj^pofite Parts. One would have thought they were 
impregnated with fiombe and Carcases, aiui that 
Ibme Armies were imbattell'd in the Air.

Por^ > 
it feems to me unreafonable to debar thofe who be 
lieve the Hr/lorj of the Ge^^ the Privilege to read 
it in what Language they pleafe. whether this of I^nar 
ges and Pidlu:cs, or that of Letters. 

Letters are but the Images of fuch and fuch arti-> 
cuUte Sounds, by which we exprefs our inward Con- 
ception of Things: But« Images and Pictures aie th^

CeriaiAlyt if any Ar^utn^nt could be of Force 
to recQinmend Sickne£ as adefirable X^ilng, it mu|| 
be taken ihun the Circumfianc^ of this Ha/plf'i-, or^ 
an Equivalent Ground. I, for ipy own Parc^ have 
often tkoHght, that Death itfelf would not be formida* 
ble amidil ib many Ornaments, Sweets and Comfort^ 
If this Publick and Charitable Regard to the Sick, be 
an £&6t of tbe'ur Religion, I cannot be fo partial to 
deny it a due Acknowledgment, but mud own, that 
Heroick Virtue and Piety is. to be found in an emineA 
Degree, even among the very hjldds. 

Thou wilt pardon me for detaining thee fo ' long . 
in thf Theaire of the Sick and Wounded, and pre-- 
ienting thee with the Tragical Scenes of Mortality ; 
fince it is thy proper Profeffion to converfc with the 
Infirmities, Diieafes and Dolours of Human Bodies^ 
and to be frequently prelent in the Antj-Chambers 
of Death. 

Suffer me to prefs thee to an Integrity of con* 
tioual Love and Friendfliip between us. Let not 
Mifiakts or Miiapprehenfions cool this generoas* Af • 
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fefiion. It is Pity, that either tlie fpightfid Mif- 
icpiefentatioiis of infinuattng Back-biierSy or our 
own gfoandleft Jettoofics, tnd Sofpidons, fliould 
diilblve the Uaion oTFaithfal and Loving FrienHs. 
I had rather (u&r a thoaiand fmaU rn)ttries, which 
I know miift proceed from Frailty, and Human 
Neceffity, than not continoe to love where I have 
once pitched my tme Affection. Nothing bot ap- 
parent wilful Perfidiooihefi and' Treadiery, ought 
to Iveak the iaoed and inviclabfe Band of Friend- 
ihip. Fidelity and Love cover a M^titode of leiTer 
Faulu. He that breaks with his Friend ibr fmall 
Errors, difcoven the Raflmefs and Inoonftancy of 
liis Mind, and that his Friendihip was never weH 
grounded. For, had he been a wife man, he would 
cither have been more How and cautions in the 
Choice of h» Friend s or having once contra£bed 
Friendihip, he would not break it again for a lefs 
Crime than manifeft DUbyalty. B^t thoo, who 
hail ever purfued me with ail the Offices of a gene- 
lOttS and mithful Friend ; bearing with my many In* 
firmitiet and Failings, doft not deferve this Cenfore. 
Yet, coofidering the Inilability of alt Human Af- 
Jairs, I could not forbear* putting thee in Mind of 
fhefe Things ; left, through the Malior of Fortune, 
or the Envy of Men, or any other Caufe, thoo 
iho«ld*ft wkhdraw thy Afibdion from me, wbidi 
I value above all Temporal Bleffings.

able XnteQigeoce, than what is t^ecoomian Theme 
of Difcporie «as ihis- Time. 

Edward, Dake^of Farma, bias entered into the 
Pope*^ Territoties with thvee tboafand ie!e€t Hof(e, 
wheie he nrnftrbes dragooning «p and down the Coun* 
try, bringing Terror and Confufion where-ever he 
comes. He conquers without drawing his Swoid> 
the Pope*^ Army flying before him. 

This Prinde is by Nature veny fierce and aflii^ 
and itas a peculiar Gift of obltgmg^his Sc^iers, by 
treating them with a frank, a^ble Carriage, free 
from the (lately Refervedneis to which Men in An- 
jA }rity ^re 4Cciiftomed.

The -Lois of Caftrxf, a ftrong Town 
on the Borders of the Ecdefiajiick State, ipurs on 
the Duke of Fafma to revenge himfelf on the Bar-* 
herinPz ; whilft the Repuhiick of Veniee ftrives to miti- 
j;ate his Piercenefs, and accommodate Afiairs, efpon* 
iing his Caufe, but fearful of his Rafhnefs, left his. 
impetuous Humour (hould Carry him to the Walls of 
Rome^ and bring Things to Extfeitrftics, For, all the 
Princes of Italy profefs an inviolate Obedience to the 
Pfipe^ who leems to inherit the Authority of the an* 
cient Roman Emperors. 

Thou may 'it comprehend bjf^ what I have {aid^ 
Jio V eafy it were at i'uch a Jundure, when all the 
P^incfpaiities in Italy are (as it were) disjointed, to 
bring tfem ruuder the Yoke ^ a Foreign Powec*.

1 Received the DiJpateJb of thy Sanaiiy, wherein 
thoa haft renovated iny Sou/, apd reftored ihe to 
a found ConMetice of Sfirit, My Doubts areva-* 
nifh'd. I am no longer racked with torturing Scruples 
about my Conduct. Thy Abfiluthn has obliterated 
the Sentence my Fegrs had pronounced on me. 

As to the Penance thou haft enjoined me, it h Ra* 
tionaly and adapted to the Quality of my Crime. I 
have counterfefted a Chrifiian^ that I might the bet* 
ter perform th^' Daty of ^ Mnjptlman, I have Teem- 
ed devoutly attentive to the ^bman Mijb!, that I ' 
ixiight be inftrumenur to pwptgat^ the jihoram, . 
And, U>f this fieiigk^ Faak, thou requtreft, that I 
ibould infbritt thee, hvvr the CbriJHans behave theni- 
felves UK their Temples^ where 1 have been fo often a 
SpefUtor of their Cerewmuei. I fubmlt with an ab* 
Iblote Refignation, and a willing Cbmpliarice to thy 
FenerM uijuQ^tion : and^ wtH briefly rehite what I 
have, obferved. 

Thefe hfiieh. feem to be Ambitious ef imitatiM, 
the Vndtfiled Religion^ ^d yet they prove but h& ' 
Jiiimicks i fof) as we are taught to wafti our Bodiet» 
before we enter the Sacred Mofque ; ib they, at the 
Entf^nc^ of their Chnrcher, dip their Fingers iti' 
certain Veffcls filled with Water and Salt* and fprin- 
kle their Foreheads therewith; as thoueh their Pu*^ 
rity lay in aSwcwmd, and were thus to be recovered 
to Life aeain ; or^ that the Uncleannefs of their* 
whole Bodies, was conttaded Into the Face. They 
efteem the Water Hefy^ and yet they trifle with 
it as an hdifftrent Thing.

La^tmes remaining yet on the South Side of the -'

vilegcs and Cuftoms : There is no Nation in the 
World more jealoos of this their pretended Birth* 
right. And therefore to avoid all Occafions of giving 
GNttence to the NMs and Gentry ^ the King perceiving 
the infolent Demands and Carriage of the French Cour^ 
tiers, commanded them all, kve a few Creauues of 
the Favoutite Dukiy to depart the Kingdom. This 
much di%iifted the ^een i and Cardmai RiMen was 
glad of the C^ppoitimity to Incenfe the Xifig of France, - 
Lewis was nettled at the Affront offered to his Siffer .* 
Yet, by the Dexterity of the Mar^cbal Baffmpierret 
his Ambmffiukr at the E^iijb Court, Things were in 
a way of Accommodation ; when all was ^uaih*d by 
the' ^Rtsore which die Frencb made of ieveral Englijh 
Ships; and foa War commenced* far more fatal in 
its ConfequenciSs to England than to Frmnce. 

The Kii^ of England rouaed from his Pkafuret 
and Divertiiemems, by the Preparations of his Po« 
teift Neighboor, began to look about him, and con« 
fult the Pabhck Sa^. But; when he exankined his 
Vreafury, he found it empty, or at leafl at a very k)w 
Bbb. 

' fiehdd hers^ Supieme Bajk, a Stroke of DsfUtty^ 
a-C6ncunencci: of Omfes^ iceming remote and fmaU 
in dieir :ffsft Appearance ; but, in their Proceis, oni- 
tiag and invoiviif that Kingdom in Rain. 

Cbanltpi conki not cany on a War with Fremnp

It was an iD Seaibn to ask 
thr Affiffaace of his Suifeat, who had already eon- 
cdved an Avcxftm lor the Jbffal D^gmiy. However^ 

asiigh* 
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a mighty Fka wai orderM to be rigg*^ and manned 
out. Qardinal RsMint, from afar> beheld the api. 
praaching Starm» and knew not how to divert it' 
fi-om falling on France, but by corrupting the E/t' 
gji/b Favouriie. De Lifex^ -from whom I received this 
Iiitelligence» was employed in the Af&ir ; he Was 
fent to London^ which is the Metropolis of England 
and the Place where the King ufually keeps his Court. 
It .was an expenfive Negotiation, and coll the 'Car* 
Mndl forty thoufand Dollarsy which is equivalent^ 
to three millions and two hundred thouland of 
our Affers, With this vaU Bribe* the profeiyted the 
Favwrite Duke to the Interell of France. The EngUjb 
H^ny confided of an hundred and fifty Sail, having 
3|lib twelve thoufand Land-men on Board. It was 
agreed between ^em, that the Englijh Mimfier fhould 
procure himfelf to be made Admiral of thefe Ma* 
rim Forces, His indulgent Mafter could deny no- 
thing to the Man whom he had entruiled with the 
Sway of the Qavemmenf. Now the King of Franct 
might fleep at quiet, fince the Englijh Ships faird 
with a French Wind. They landed upon the Ifland of 
Ree^ but their Adions were altogether Theatrical ; 
and mere ihew of War, without any real Execution/ 
The Englijb Generalyy manifeflly omitting the proper 
li^thdds, and favourable Opportunities of winning 
that IJland : His Conduct fpeaking, as if he came 
there rather to compliment than to fight. 

Thefe Things made a harfh Sound in England^ and 
the Nolfles refented ill the double-dealing of the Duke 
af Buckingham (Co was the Englj/h General called ) 
la fine^ the bad Succefs of their Forces, the Ex- 
fences they bad been at, and the Diigrace they fuf- 
lered in this War, (four and forty of their Colours 
being carried to Paris, and hung up in the Chidf 
7emf/e of this City, as Trophies of the French Vi- 
€to^) incenfed the Generality of the Englf/S^ Nation 
agamft the King and the Government ; they began 

to 
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tB tccufe liim in their Cabals, of Male-Admiidftiati- 
m : and the Favourite Duke was a while after ftab* 
bad by a Roffian, whom the Malecontents had hired 
CO execute their Reven^^e. 

The AfTeftiens of the ^EngU/h appeared every day 
Biore aad more alienated fram the King. And Car- 
Hfuil Rkhiieu had tl^ere hb Agents, who were not 
wandng to foment the Publick Difcontents, and 
by divert Artifices to draw the credulous People in- 
tp Faftions. The French Penfaturs vicxt inftruded 
to di^rt themielves in a Manner every way oftn- 
five to the Nation. Black and threatning Qoads 
feemed to hang over the Court of BngltuJi exhaled 
fiom the.ill Blood of the S^tjeas, The Rej^aJ Wg- 
nity went Retrograde 4 and all Thbgs tettdol to ob* 
icure the Loftre of the Crown. Yi^ there pailed 
fome Yeais, before things came to Ekttemities ; and 
Matters tho' ripened, yet were not'brooght to an Or 
pen Rup^re, till Sc^tiitui hvacd the Sore. 

This Nation is iubje^t to the Crown of tngland^ 
and makea one half of the Iftand of Gr^mt Bfitmn. 
They are a Warlike People, ^tient of Labour, ac- 
cuftomed to the Rigor of an eatr^me Cold CUmate^ 
great Travellers, Subtle, Proud and Inconftant. 

After that which fgme call HereJ^, others a Re- 
firmatisnt had begun to alienate fnany Kingdoms and 
Brwiucis from the Roman. Church i the Scots^ greedy 
of Noveltiei, and fpnrrcd on by the ambitious 
Pretexts of one df their Grandka (who under the 
Ma&k of Religion fought the Crown) intr^ucVI 
Innovations into their Church. The Ihook off at 
once all their ObedUnce to the Pofe^ and fet up fiich a 
form ^ Reiighus Di/cifliniy ai was altogether Anti- 
monarchical i and their Preachirs ceafed not to inltill 
into the Hearts of the People Dmocrafick Prind* 
pies. Thus continued Af&irs, till, Xing Charles^ 
aoi infenfible of thcfe Things, and willing to new- 
Modei that Church, they took up Anns againft him,

The King n a iecond Tfime IbrcM to 
tlnKN^ himielf opon his PaHimnteKt 4os Money v but 
they, inftead of granting him any, feH to examin-» 
ing his paft "GoadoQ, complaining aaddefiring a Re* 
dlieft of iSsveral Irreenhnties in hi$ AdmniSraiian^ 
Theie were thofe who ^ed not to pot in Execati- 
on the Dtfiens and inftmaioM of CardhuJ Huh* 
Iku ; he had his Agentt XBf and down the lyngdom, 
who inlinuated Jealoafietand Heait4MiniittgsintD<thftv 
Gentry and People of die Land. The KIm was ne* 
pteiemed every where as a Tyrant, and alfhis A^ 
ens were mifconftraod. 

Spgmor JttfttH^ the Ttfit 'NutKio^ at the Stq^t 
Gmriy htfides his InftruMons from tiie Rman PmUff^ 
held ^ ^x£t Intelligence with the CarSnal, Hia 
Bufinefs at this Cntrt^ was pnblickly to the Slueim 
(^ho pi^fefiU an Obedience to the Bee of Rmh) 
but frhMeij he was ordered to n^otiate wa Ao 
Gommodation between the Roman and Et^yb 
Chordles. Ceif^ai Riehheu thougkt to firihe two 
Marks with one Blow, that is, to embroil the Statt 
c( Emgland^ tftid- procuie himfeif the grsater Bfteem 
with the ^man Ciatrt, He appean very Zealous fiir 
the Converfion of England i and in order to k, al« 
lows a coAfidemble Penfion to Stffu^ Rofisui ; .

feprefenting to them the dangerous Confeqoences 
ef Siffiior Refettp9 Refidence at the Cmrt ; gkndng 
at every Thing which look*d like a fsdie Step in the 
King's Cflbdod ; alarmiD|; them with Fears and 
Apprehenfions of being fubjeded to a Fereign Pow- 
er t and ttitng all their.

But 
will not intrench farther on thy Patience, nor 
ran the Rifque of a Vertigo^ by purfhing the fwift 
Orbicular Motions of Nature, It matters not much * 
whether the Sun ftands ftill, or the Earth, pro- 
vided we run the Race that is appointed u^ ib as 
. to gain the Prize. Yet I will ask thy Judgment 
<m another Point, which Men of high Reaches have

There are fome learned Men, who (ay the Moon 
and the reft of the Planets are habitable as our Glcte 
is.

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yet Gtdilaus had li|ce to have undemohe the fame 
SeQtence at Rome^ withia ihefe ten Years, icr aiaiu. 
tainlng the Earth's Motion, and that the Sun is the 
§Lxed^ Centre of the World j Nothing but hisRccanta- 
tioa betttg fufHcient to have fav*d him. Such Severities 
t^oak the growth of Learning, and ^of the Progreft 
which would otherwiie be made in Arts and Sciences. 
Happy are the Students that live under thy .au« 
fpiciotts Fatrtnage^ in that fruitful Seminary of Phih- 
fiphersy where the Myjieries of G*</ and Nature arc 
taught, free from the prophane Licentiou&efs 'of the 
^andeot Paganj, or the fuperiUtious Rigours of Mo. 
dem Infidels, 

I pray the .Sovereign httliigence not te withdraw 
horn thee his divine Influence, nor retrain the 
Flood of Light that has been let loofe on thy Soul ; 
but that thou fiiay*il overflow like Niius, and enligh* 
ten not only Jfiick, but the whole World with fome 
new Difcovery.

Some that have been corioos in examining his^P#» 
igjrtis till me, that his Progenitors were allioj^ to ^me 
of the Kings fk France. However, 'tis certain, that 
he was defcended of an ^cient apd honourable Fami- 
ly, of above five hand<vd Years Handing and Ema» 
nence in that Kingdom. 

He had his Education in the Vwvirfity of Tarii^ 
where he attained the Degree of Doctor of the^ Uor* 
bornit ; a Dignity much efteemed in France^ and moft 
Fkrts of Hbrtftendcm^ except in Romiy which Cottrt is 
jealous of this Sorhonni/s, beouife they have fome* 
times decreed in Prejudice of the FefiB Aatihodty,

After this he was made a Bijbof, then jOmoa^ 
of Frattce, nex( Secntiarj of Siafe^ in which Sta* 
tion he acquitted himfelf ia happily that 'the lUn^. 
procured him the Dijputy q{ a CarMnal, There 
are none of .the Mm^s of the .D/iua but know, 
that a Cardinal is one of the Princes of the ^Mum 
Cburck 

During tbefe feveral Stain of Preferment> he had 
fenalized his great Abilities, in negotiating Afidm 
of greateft Moment. Vet, in nplhing did the Dex^ 
lerity of his Wit appear more, than jjii rectmdling 
the Mifimderfiandiog between tbeiTz^i^f and the^/nr- 
l^hthcr. Wbereby, he gained miich upon ^oth their 
A&dions; fo that in a little Time, he was made 
(he Prindpal MinyUr of State, and Cbi^ Vireaor 
of the Goverwmnt ; having a Guard of SoUUen api> 
p(Mhted to attend his Perlbn. 

Then he was made Sufgrintendani of the Marim

For neither by pub- 
lick Arms, npr private Machination, co^ld tliey 
ever prevail againft the £xed Deliiiny of this great 
Minifier i who, thV he had been often attenapted to 
be poyfc;i*d, piftoPd, and flabb*d, yet died quietly 
in his- Beidy having a little before received a Vifit from 
the King.

He has left 
behind him a prodigious Eftate, amounting to a Millr- 
bn of Crowns Yearly, which he has bequeathed in 
Legacies to his Kindred, Friends, and Creatures. 
And, as a particular Demonflraticn of his Gratitude to 
the King, he has made him Heir of his Cardhcl-Pa" 
lace in this City, with all the Plate and Furniture in 
k. And, at the laft Viiit the King made him (which* 
was a little before his Death)- he prefented him with a- 
Stone worth a hundred thoufand Crown» of Gold; 
Upon which, 'tis difcourfed, that the King will fettle* 
a yearly Revenue on a certain Number of the Sorbon- 
nifis^ to celebrate ^afs daily kit the Caniinats Sou], 
during the Spce of one Year, and once a Year after* 
wards on the Day that he died. For, theie Injidih 
approach thus near the true and undej^led Taithy in that 
they have Hopes of Immortality ^ believing the Refur* 
reSlion of the Dead^ and that the Prayen,. Alms, and 
good Works of the Living, do attone for the Sins of 
the Departed; as our holy Dodors teach, and^ as 
is the Practice of the Muffulmans thuoughout the 
\iorld.

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This Carjinal was richly endoived "by Nature* 
having a firm ItttePefl, vigorbus Spirit, quidk Ap? 
preheniion, folid Judgm^t, ialthfiil Memory^ -and a 
moH prevailing Way of Difcourfe. A Man highly 
ierviceable to his King and Coantry ; and therefore 

* deferving better of ^^ French than thofe fcandakxis 
Reports and Libels' which wtfre .cveiy where 'in* 
diiftrioufly fpread abroad^ to lefien his Fame. Yec» 
there wanted^ not thofe who ftrewed Flowers on hb 
Grave; and perfumed his Afhes with Eneomunui and 
Panegyricks, In this he fliared the common Pate of 
the^Gr/tf/y that he was malign'd and envied Living, 
but honour*d with the Tears of his very Enemies when 
^Se^d. 

There is one Fault to be found in his Condu£{^ 
without appearing t^oo tenfbrious^ that .he being a 
Man confecrated to the Service of the ^/F«r» ihould

The Eye fhai) 
always behold mofl beautiful ObjeAs ; the Tafte 
ihall be gratified with incredible Sweets ; the Smell 
fhall be pleaied with all manner of rich Odours and 
Perfiunes, fiir fhrpalBing the Jnmatich of Arabia ; 
the Ear ihsli hear ftch wonderiul Moficle, as one 
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only Straki tbereof^ were, fufficient to loll aR the 
Hearts of thb fublonafx World afleep : In fine, 
diere ihall be none of their Senfes and Facolties, 
which ihall not be tranijported and ravilhed with in- 
imite Delights. What is all this, but fenfaal Plea- 
Ibre ? Can there be ziaf plainer Defcription of bodily 
Enjoyments than this ? Why do they then niali« 
doufly traduce the Mejinger of Gody and refill the 

Bat they will lay, that the Pleafures which they 
ihill trfysy after the RefurnSfum^ will be refined and 
Mritnitl as tMr Bodies ihall be : Whereas they fity, 
cat Frofhit intiihates grofs^ carnal Enjoyments ; as 
the Cbmpany of beantiibl Women and fuch amo* 
mos I>elsghts. 

Certainly, they are wiliblly blind, and ihut their 
Eyes againU the Light : or eUe they woold eafily 
iee through the Veil of Alkgtrus and Mitafborsf 
which oor £mne Fropht uies in the Aktran to 
adapt the Dodrine of heavenly Things to the dull 
Capacities of Men ; even as all the Prophets and 
AfoftUs having done before him* In the Book of the 
Gefpel^ faradifi is defcribed under the Figure 9i a 
moft magmfictnt.

which the Jnfidds make againft our holy Lofw. I have 
laid at thy Feet my Sentiments, ilibmitting all to 
thy : unerring Wifdom » vouchfafe tp confirm what 
I have well faid, and to'corred my Errors.' And» 
in the midfl of thy divine Ejaculations, glance a 
Thought on the humbi^il of thy SJa^ves, praying 
£)r the exitd Mahmut, that he may perfervere in 
the true Faith i and at the End of his Life, may 
tafle the Joyi of Paradife, which he s^alouily ai&rts 
againft the Infidels.

WH E N I informed thee of the Siege of Per- 
pignan, I had not heard of the extraor- 
dinary Honours which were done to the Prince of 
Morgues during that Siege. This Prince was a 
Subjed of the Ejng of Sfain^ 9nd had in PoiTeiOoii 
the Town of Monaco, Yet,* for fome Difgufts which 
he had received from the Spaniards', he fome Years 
ago had Thoughts of throwing himfelf upon the Pro- 

tedlioa 
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tedion of the King of France ; but. Difficulties arifing, 
it took not Eifetl at that Time. However, in the 
Year 1641, by the Dexterity of the Governour of 
Provencgy he ^ was fo far wrought upon, that a French 
Garrifon was by his Connivance put into Monaco^ 
and he totally threw off his Obedience to the King- 
of Spain ; and tho* great Offers were made him by 
the Cardinal of Savvey and others, yet he rejedled- 
all ; and to demonflrate to King Philips that his ^ul 
was altogether French^ he fent him back the C»iJar 
which was the Badge of his Knighthood^ beflowed 
on him in the Spanijh Court. 

After which, four Galleys of Naples cruifing on 
the Sea before Ville , Franche, one of them by the 
Order of the Captain, failed to Monaco ^ not having 
heard the Revolt of this Place. The Prince in-, 
vited the Captain to come a fhore, and as foon as 
he was landed, threefcore Frenchmenj who lay hid 
in the Boat which carried the Mellage, boarded the 
Galley with admirable Refolution, killing near 
thirty Spaniards who made Refinance, and thp 
reft yielding, the French took PofTeilion of the 
VefTel. 

The Prince failed in this Galley to Marfeillesy with 
his Son, who is dignified with the Title of a Mar* 
quefsi and taking their Way through Provence and 
Languedoe, came to the King of France, while he 
lay with his Army before Perpignan, 

King Lewis, to whom nothing is more delightful 
than to reward the Merits of brave Men, carelTed 
him with extraordinary Demonilrations of Ai&di- 
on» and Acknowledgment of his Service ; fending 
his Coaches to meet him on the Way, caufmg his 
Army to appear in Battel Array, entertaining him 
at his own Table, apd doing all Things which 
might honour the Arrival of this Prince at his Camp. 
And, to make him amends for the Lois of his Or- 
der of Knighthood, he inveiled him with that of the 

holy 
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fiff/y Ghoft ; which, as I have in my former Letters 
told thee, is a £ur Step to make one a F/^r of 

France, , 

I thought good to inform thee of thi9 Paflagep^ 

illuftrious Mimfier^ in whofc Power it lies, to lift 

up to Dignities and the great Charges of the Em^n, 

Men in whom thou perceiveil a Genius capable of 

great Undertakings. 

God dired thee in making Choice of foch as may

&ge. Ytt tbcSfantfi jMaJfador finding the Bijhof 
•f Loimgai (fo was the Portuguefe called^ prote^ted^ 
and favoured hf the French Intereft, refolves to 
leap onrer the Fences which fecsre the Immu&itiei 
and Salet; of hisi own FoaifiUon, and to violate the 
Law without which he himfelf could not ikep free 
ffom Danger m his Bed.

and all chat is between them.

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May the eternal Pofleifor of all Felicity, cull out 
of his immenfe Treafares, fuch Bleflings as thou 
moft ardently defireil in this Life ; and, when he 
has led thee through all the Apartments of hamaa 
Blifs on Earthy may he tranflate thee to the Palaces 
of Eden^ the Seats of an immarcefcible Life, where 
new Sources of joy are open*d without £nd.

TH E Floods have been (b great, and chofe al« 
in congealed into Ice, that there has been no 
travelling by fome Roads for thefe two Mmr/; which 
is the Reaibn, we have been wanting in our ufual 
Advices from Germaw^f FiedaMnt^ the VdkoBtu^ and 
other Parts. 

Yet now, the Pofls bring a Glut of News to this 
City. Friburgh^ a Town in the Parts of Saxony^ is 
at this Time befieged by Torflmjouy Gemral of the 
S^i^fif Army. He invefted it the nth of the ift 
Moon. And, People are amazed to hear, that it has held 
out to f his time, being a Place of no great Strength: 
Efpecially, confidering how ibon Leiffick furrender'd 
to the fame Forces : a Town well fortified, and ftored 
with all Things necefiaty to fuilain a long Siega 
By this thou may*il obierve, bow much the Fortune. 
of War many Times depends on one fuccefsful 
Battel. 

When Torfien/on firft lay down before Leiffick, it 
was generally believed, he would find a ftout Re- 

Mance 
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filhnce from the Inhabitants, and an inflexible fte- 
folution in the Garriibn, not to yield that important 
Pla ce : And perhaps they would not have been 
miliaken, had not the Imperialifts (ovit of a gene* 
reus Defign to relieve it, and raife the Siege^ ha- 
zarded a Battel. The Arch-Duke of Auflria (whofe 
Name is Ltofold) and Picoiomini, as foon as they 
received Advice that the SiveM/h Army had pafTed 
the Elbe, and entered into Mr/ma, took their dired^ 
eft Way to flop their Advance into thofe Pares. 
But, it had been better they had kept their Quar- 
ters : for in one Bittel they loft all the Glory 
which they * had before acquired hy their Arms, 
Torjfenfon was already intrenched before Leipjick, 
when his Scouts brought him. Intelligence, that the 
Imperial Army >vas near at Hand. He immediately 
difpofes of his Baggage in a iecure Place, draws 
out his Cannon, and having left a fuffi.ient Nulhber 
of Soldiers to guard the 'Pbfts of his Camp, which 
were neareft the City, he marches directly toward 
the Enemy, and poffeffes himfelf of a Spot of Ground 
very agreeable to his Occafions ; it was called the 
Plain of Brittenfield, Thi.; Place he de defigned for 
the Stage, whereon to perform the Part of a pru- 
dent and valiant General. ' For, as foon as he 
came in Sight of the German Vanguard, he caufed his 
Army to retreat faintly, as though he had no 
Intention to fight. The Germans purfue the re- 
treating Sxvedes, till they were got into very nar- 
row Streigbts between two ftecp Mountains ; not 
much unlike the Capi Derveni* in Bulgaria (where 
the Heydukes, taking the Advantage of the Height, 
commit great Robberies on the Caravans that tra- 
vel through thofe Streights, rolling huge Stones, 
or rather Rocks, down upon the Paffengers ) Here 
the Sivedes turned about, and falling behind their 
Gannon, which Torfienfon had caufed to be planted 
in thefe Str eights , play'd furioufl/ on tlic Get mans ^ 

while 
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while the Muiquetiersr which he had ordered on the 
Sides of the Mountains, gali'd them from above* 
yet lay thcmfelves invifible, under the Covert of 
Thickets which grew' on each Side of the Strelghts. 
It was the Left Wing of the, Imperialifis which was 
thus engaged, and Picolontini wIk) commanded them, 
gave admirable Proofs of an undaunted Courage, 
appearing at the. Head of .his furprized Soldiers, 
and heartning them \^ith Words anci Anions full of 
Bravery ; but, . his Labour was loli, for fix thoiit 
fand fled without drawing- a S^'ord. The SnveJes 
purfued them through the Streights, and re-entring 
the Flaifiy engaged with the- Right Wing of the Ger- 
mans.. The Battle was fierce and bloody. General 
Picolomini did Wonders, and many brave. Germans, 
fienaliz'd their Valour ; but, it feems as if the Fatt 
of ^orftenjon is to ruin the Empire : For, while 
the Battle was yet equal on both Side^ and the 
Vidory doubtful; -while the Ground was dyed with 
a Mixture of German and ^wedijh Bloody he falls 
into the main Body of the Imperial Army with a 
freih Refer ve, which i^ animated .the Swedes and 
diforder'd their Enemies, that at length » the G^r««;?x, 
cot able longer to' fuAain the*Shock, left their Can- 
Aon and retreated into a Forefi, New followed a 
dreadful Slaughter ; for the Snvedijb Cavalry «nvi- 
-roifd the chas'd Germans, whom Canin^fmar^ had 
hunted out of the Forefl, and chaxg'd them with iiich 
fury, that they were raoft of them cut in Pieces. 
"The ^ Gevntans lofl four thouiand Men on the Spot, 
and as many more in the Purfuit. : 

I have fent thee in the inaloied Paper, a Lift of all 
the OfHcers of Note which were Hain in this Battle, 
which is elleemed one of the moll bloody that has 
been fought in Europe, between Chrijitfim, on both 
Sides, thefe two hundred Years. Thou wilt there find 
^bove three hundred Commanders, from whom a 
JP^^th not inglorious has taken their CotnmiJ/ions, 

The 
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The Germans alio loft fiuty £x Pieces of Can* 
mKf iixty five Standards^ a]] their Jmmunitift^ a 
hundred and fixty C^/*//, and fix hundred IVaggom ; 
with all the Tr^iury of the Arch-Duke Leopold^ and 
General Picokmni, 

I'his Buttle was fought on the firft of the eleventh 
Mbm^ as we reckon ; hut, according to the Chriftiam 
Account, on the twenty firft of the tenth Moon. 

After (his fignal Vi^ry, General Torfienfin ihew 
ed Hmielf again before Leiffak! approached the 
Walls, phint^ his Batteries ; and though the Befieged 
at firft made Shew of a iirai Re&hition to defend the 
Place, yet the Terror which the late Defeat of the 
Cirman Forces had ftruck them with> - ibon altered 
their Ooudels, aad they furrendcr^d - upon honourable 
Conditions. 

In the tsmxL Time, General Picohndni and the 
'^cb'Duke ot Ai^riay are Utired into Bohemia. The 
German C^nrt is full of Apj^ehenfions, and new Le- 
vies aie every where making^? to join the ihatter'd 
Remnants o( the Army, v The Affiurs of the King 
of Hungary. 9LYe at an ill Pai^; luid all Thii^s look with 
a cloudy Afpedl on the En^sre. 

From the Side of'Itafy^ we heampthing of Mo- 
ment, but the Spaniards are taking fuch Meafures, 
as may beil repair the Lofs of Tortona : And to that 
£nd» the Duke of Milan is msking all the Prepara- 
tions which are : eeftomary in fuch Cafes. 'Tis faid 
here, they intend to recover that Place again. 

May thefe Quarrels of the hfidels continue, till the 
determinate Time fball come, that our viSorious Ar^ 
miest fhall fiibdue th^n to the Muffulman Empire.

The Generality of ;the People at firH looltfd for

Counfels, than any Motive en Mention. 

However, ^ King iias exa£lly ccpiplied with the 
CardinaTz dying JRequefts, in honouring feveral of 
his Relations and Friends with PMces of confide- 
lable Troft.

vy and Hatred of the Grandees, He confider'd al- 
fo, that he was a Sti anger, whereas Richiieu was a 
Native of France, Therefore he unites his Interefb 
with that of two great Officers, who alfo courted 
the King's Favour ; the one is Superintendant of the 
Finances, the other Secretary of State. Thefe be- 
ing longer acquainted uith the nice Tranfadlions of 
the Court, and the Intrigues of the Grandees, 60 
him no fmall Service with their Infiru^tions, and

A Cloud of Sorrow dVr-fpreads the Kingdom of 
France ; their Sun is fet 5 the mighty Le^vh, 
for whom all Earops had been too narrow, had he 
liv'df is now confined within the Limits of a Grave. 
He died at St. Germains yeflerday, being the four- 
teenth of the fifth Moon ; having left his Q^een pof- 
jcfs'd of the Regency, and Cardinal Mazarini of 
the prime Condud of the State. 

He was a Trince of great Virtue, which with his 
fuccefsful Conquefts and Vi€lories procured him 
the Envy of his Neighbours. And fome Critic ks 
among his ewn Subjeds pretend to find many 
Faults in his Proceedings; as BreacK ef Rcya! 
Promiie to the Governor of Saumur^ when he deli- 
vcr'd him the Keys of the Town ; to the KoMIersy 
in not razing Le^ish Fort. Among Foreigners, the 
Duke of Sa*voy, the Duke of Lorrain, and the G«r'« 
mati Emperor^ charge him with Brearh of Artlclie; 
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in his Treaties. So does the King of Spain. And 
all of them complain, that he alone has involvM all 
Cbrifitmkm in War and Blood. 

Every thing has two Handles, and Men are apt to 
take all things by the word, efpeci^lly in Cafes of 
this Nature. It is diiRcult for a Sovereign Monarch 
to carry himielf fi> evenly in Peace or War, as to e- 
icape Obloquy ; e(|>ecially if he be vidlorious. Lo« 
iers mull have leave to be peevifh. 

But I forget that I fpeak to him who can reveal 
the Sentences of greatefl Mmarchs ; before whofe 
unerring Tribunal all earthly Dignities fland mute. 
Therefore avoiding all impertinent GleiTes, I will 
only prefent thee with what is proper to be faici' 
without Partiality in Lefwis*s Vindication, bein^ 
Matter of Fa£t, and leave the Decifion to thy (acred

Herein it will net be amiis to call to Mind, how 
the Kings of Spain^ and the whole Houje of Jufiria^ 
have invaded and difturb*d the Peace of Europe^ from 
time to time* thefe many Years.

Kingdom unawares; making it a Tribatary Province^ 
to the Sfanijh Crown. 

It hias been the ufual. Method of poh'tick and 
wife Princes, to check the Torrent of their Neigh- 
bours growing Greatnefe, to k>p tbe luxuriant Bran* 
ches of ill-gotten Empire ?' and had Henry IV. of 
France prolong*d his Life, 'tis thought he would have 
re-conquer*d t^mtarrt^ and planted the Flower-di^ 
Luces in Fontarabia and Pampikne^ Who can then 
with Jtdice tax Lewis XIII. for managing a War^ 
which all the World expedledof his Father ? 

Moreover, the Spanijh Methods: in conquerring; 
Mexico and Peru^ two mig^hty Empires in Atmrica ; 
their barbarous Cruelty, their inhuman Butchery of 
above twenty Millions of their Natives, when neither 
Dignity, nor ^gCt nor Sex, was fparM, but all be- 
came a Sacrifice to their iniatiable Avarice of Gold; 
was a fufficient' Argument to incenfe ail the Princet 
in the World againft them. 

I have no Intereft in France^ any more than I' 
fliould have in Sfainp if I were there : I only plead 
lor Juftioe. 

*Twa8 time for France to be alarmM and Aand 
opon her Guard, when (he faw her potent Neigh- 
bour planting freih Alliances and Interefls, like 
Batteries, round about her. Had the Danger only 
threatened from beyond the Pyrenean Mountains, fhe 
might have waited their Deiigns. But when fiie 
faw fo many Ptrvoers and States united in cloie 
Leagues, and wholly fubje^b to Spain^ *cwas time 
to beat the Drum, and carry the War from home ; 
*twas time to climb the Jlps^ and take a Survey of 
Stanijh Italy s for the Kingdom of Naples, the Du- 
€foy of Mtlan^ the Ifland of Sicily ^ the Dukes pf 
Mantua, Parma, and Urhin^ the Princes of Maja 
and Piotnhino, with the Free State;s of Geneva and . 
Luca, jid then all march under the Banner of Spain. 
that none but the Great Duke of Tufcaivf, with 
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the Republick of Venice, were left to withlland h:« 
threatning Arms. Who will now blame King Lenv^ 
is, for drawing into his Confederacy the Hollanders, 
HeJJiansy Grifons, and the ^^medes? How could he 
otherwi'ie diffolve that formidable Union afore* 
faid ? 

Befides, the Murders of Hmry III. and Uemj IV, 
the one killd at St. Clou by James Clement, the other 
at Paris by Ra<vaillac, were fo apparently hatch'd 
and committed by Spaniflf Counfel and Influence, 
that had Le^is, the late King, no other Reafons to 
lland upon his Guard, and obferve the Motions of 
Spain, yet that were enough to judify his warlike 
Preparations againft that Crown. . For, befides the 
Motives of a juft Revenge, the common Jealoufies 
of State mufl needs prompt him to do his MtmoSi in 
Prevention of Sfanijh Intrigues. 

Kor ought his matching with the Infanta to 
have given him any greater Security; fmce, under 
the faireil Grafs, many times lurks the moft veno* 
mous Snake. What Spain could not do by op^sA 
Force, nor fecret Confpiracy, fhe hoped might be 
accompIifh*d by this fpecious Marriage. And it was 
no fmall Step towards it, that the numerous Train 
of Spaniards, which came into France with the Ja- 
JarftA, prefently fcrewed themfclves into all Offices 
and Places of Truft both in Church 2Xid State; dai- 
ly maktrg Parties and Penfioners for Spain, till at 
length all France grew weary of them ; fo that the 
King \^as conflrained to fend them home again : 
^Ife it is more than probable, that in a little Time 
he might have (een this flouriihing Kingdom in a 
worfe Condition than ever had been known before. 
He has already feen the Bowels of Francs ript up 
by intcftine Broils, and weltring in' its own Blood » 
he has feen the Princes and Nobles armed againit 
him, debuiching and alienating the Allegiance of 
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thcw French ^Gentry ^ C^^g^j and Commons , and coyer- 
iDg. their pernicious Rebellion under the Mask of 
the Ho/y League. He has feen the Duke of Rahan 
kading up and down an Army of twelve^ thoufand 
Foot, and twelve hundred Horfe, at the King of 
Spain\ Cod ; he himfelf with his 'BroiYitx Soubixe^ 
being both Peniioners to the King of Spai/t, the 
cne receiving fourteen, the other eight chou&nd 
Crowns a Year. In fine, he has feen the ftrongefl; 
Cities and Forts of Picardy^ Normandy^ and other 
Provinces of France^ plunder^ and pillaged by fly* 
ing Armie> of Spaniards ^nd Imperia]^i\. even whek 
he leaft dream'd of . any fuck Misfortune, being at 
the fame time involvM in Civil Wars with his own 
Subjeds, After all this, had he not Reaibi to pre- 
\'ent the like Mifchiefs and Incuriions for the 'umrey 
by. traniporting the War into his Enemies Coua- 
tries> who had conunitted fo many Hoftiliiies and 
Ravages in his ? It was certainly high time for 
France^ to rouze up her martial Genius, and leave off 
her dreaming neoty, when Spain was 0} bufy with 
the PraaieJL 

Thefe are the Arguments that may bealledged, 
in Vindication of the King of France*^ Conduct to- 
wards Spain. And not mach lefs is to be recrimi- 
nated upon the Emperor of Germany ^ his fdzing 
the Dutchy. of CUfves and JuUirs^ . with many Towns 
and Bifhopricks in the Counties of Luxeniburgh and 
La Marc ; as alfo in the Frontiers of Swijfferiand 
and Lorrain, His Conqueft of the Palatinate^ with 
the chiefeU Cities, Forts, and Pafles of the Gri- 
fins ; his reducing the Lives and Liberties of th^t 
People to their laft Gafp and Period, was a fuf- 
fident Motive to the French King, to put a fpeedy 
Check to this increafing Grandeur of the Houfe of 
jtHfiria. 
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I leive the Determination of thefe Matters to th/ 
figc Wifdoxn, ereat Arbiter of Jnftict^ and bowing 
my Head to the Dttft, awfully retire.

THret Days ago, tewt XJII. King of Fratui 
and Savarre^ was arreted by the Kuq tf Tir^^ 
r&rsy and fbrc*d to pay the Grami Debt toGr^/and 
Natun ; I will not 4y before it was due, bat fooner 
than the accuftom*d Time of Payment^ being hot 
full forty- three Years old. 

Yet Htepven was fo indulgent, as not to fuffer the 
Grim Mejfenger of Fate to fnatch him hence without 
a previous Summons ; his Diftemper being a Hngring 
Confumption, which gave him frequent Intimations 
of his fading Strength. 

There are not wanting fach as whifper, that he 
was harried out of the World before his Time, by 
fome unnatural Artifice. And the common Sort fay, 
that Mazarim^s Scarlet looks of a more Sanguitfi 
liuf, than it did four il^ays ago. 

The Reafon of this Jealoufy, I fuppofe, is ground^ 
ed on the Familiarity that has been obferved be* 
tween the now ^een-Regent and the Cardinal ; both 
alfb being Strangers to the French Blood, fhe a 
Spaniard, and he an ttaiian. I will not determine 
how fiu" theie Refle£tions are juftiiiable, becaufe -I 
know it is impoifible for Perfons in their Circom- 
fiances to avoid the Cenfuie of bufy prying Minds, 
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io fuch 4 Jundure as this : Yet ibine, who move in 
a Sphere above the Vulgar, cannot forget by whofe 
fnfligation his Royal Fadier, Hewy the Greats was 
font out <tf the World. 

The known familiar Accefs which the Marqais 
Spinola gave to Rawaillac at* Brufels^ the private En- 
tertainments between them a little before that Mur^ 
derer gave the fatal Blow» together with more Cir* 
comftances, amounted to ntore than a ftrong Pre- 
iumption with the French, that Spain was the princi- 
pal Author of that Tragedy. 

And the fodden Acclamation of Trencifco Cor* 
n)inZf an Italian JftroUgtr^ the Night before the. 
King was kill'd, made fome Men cafl an Eye of 
Sufpidon beyond the Alps. For he (landing on 
the Leads of his Houfe in Fbrenciy as though he 
were obferving the Stars, on a fudden flamp'd with 
his Foot, and iaid, To-morronv th( moft potfnt Mo' ' 
narch «of Europe ^U he Inltd. But fome curious 
Heads imagine he had his Intelligence pearer hand 
than from the Heavens, and that rather fome of < 
the great LaUan Stars had made him thus Fropbq- 



Hence by comparing thefe Times with thofe* the 
prefent Regency of a Spaniard, and Superintendency 
of an ItaUan, creates a like Sldpicion in the French, 
concerning the Death of Lewit %IIL who, tho' he 
died in his Bed, yet might as well be murder*d by a 
Drug, as his Father was by a Knife, 

Thefe are the fecret Surmuzes of Cabals, not a lit- 
tle heightened by refledling oi;i the Time of both their 
Deaths ; both dying vfi th? &me Month, the fame 
Day of the Month, and much about the fame Hour 
of the Day. 

Yet, notwithftandihg thefe Murmurs, when his 
Body was openM» and his Entrails tak^i out and 
fearch*d, the Phyficians gave their Sentence, that 
he died a natural Death. His BoweU are carried 
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to St. D€H)s^ a Town above three Leagues from Pa* 
ris^ there to be buried ; and hifl Body is embalmed 
in order to its Sepulchre in the feme Place ; there be- 
ing a magnificent Church, where all the Royal 5Iood 
of Francs is commonly interr'd. 

Yefterday I was in Company with one of his 
Phyficians; and entring into Difceurfe of the King's 
Death (^the common lAeme ftf idl Companies at pre- 
fent^ he told us that the King*s Wailing and Death 
proceeded from the Difproportion of his Moiflure to 
his Heat, the latter being predominant in his Con. 
ftitution ; fo that not meeting with a fufficient Check 
from natural Humidity, it kindled conHant Fevers 
in his Body, which never left him liU he left the 
World. 

He was a very devout Man in his Religion, and 
free froni Vice, at leaft to outward Obfervation. 
A remarkab!e Indance of his Piety he gave in his 
Yeuthj* when entring a certain Country Village* 
the better fort of Inhabitants offered to attefid him 
with a Canopy ; he anfwer'd, / bear jw» home no 
Church herty neither tviU 1 fuffer a Canop if State 
ta he horn over my Head in that Place 'wbcri God 
bath not a . confecrated Roof to dwell under. (For 
thefe Nazarenes believe that God dwells in their 
Temples) 

He was temperate to a Miracle, in the midfl ti 
Royal Dainties ; not fuflfering his Palate to betray 
his Virtue. He fcorn*d thofe Pleafures wUch de- 
bafe the Mind : And took more Delight in the 
Noife of Drums and Trumpet, and the Roajing of 
Cannon, than in the foft Blandiihments of Love. 
He was adorned with many other Virtues, which 
gained him the Love of all, and more efpecially the 
Favour of Heaven. Yet, after all his Vidtories, Sue- 
cefles and Triumphs, all that can be now (aid of him 
is He is dead. Thus paffes away the Glory of the 
l^reateft Potentates,

Am placM as an Eccho in Paris, to remit to the 

Ottoman- Port, the San^uary of the World, what- 

iotvtx makes a Noiie in Cbrifiendom, I have fent a 
Difpatch to the Venerable Mufti^ as alfo to the Prln- 
dpai Secretary of Stctte^ . containing the News of 
the Death of Z.^9v/; Xill. King oi France said Na- 
marre^ 

I need not repeat here what I have laid to them : 
>ecaufe I know they will communicate to thee my 
Letters* 

Yet fufier me to fay fomething of this great Mo- 
narchy who, had his Nature been more durable, would 
in all Probability have exceeded all his Royal Pro- 
genitors, both in his Conquers abroad, and his ab- 
ulute Sway at home : Of which he gave an early 
Preiage, appearing at the Head of Armies,, at thole 
Years when other Princes are but learning the Rudi- 
ments of War in the MaJemy. . 
• When he was little more than twelve Years of Age, 
he began to difcover his Valour and C6ndu61, in fub- 
dttlng the Rebels of PoiSou and ^r.eta^, lea^ding an 
. Army againfl them in his own Perfon. - 

Yet that Snccefs did not difcourage others of 

^his Subje^ from attempting frefh In(urre6lions 

againft him. Fate decreed that he fhouB gather 

the Laurels which compofed his CrQwn> from a- 
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mongft Briars and Thorns ; his whole life being one - 
continued Series of War, either at Home or Abroad^ 
and focnetimes both. 

Bat that which mod exercised his Patience, was. 
the frequent Intefiine Broib and Ittiune&ions of 
his own Subjedts, of which he faw no lefs than ten 
during his Reign, Ibme of them headed and abet- 
ted by the Princes of the BloMfi nay, as if Heaven 
had cut him out for the Toils of War, when all 
Things elie were in a Pofture of Peace, his own 
Mother, and Mmfieur his Brother, ieveral timea 
call'd him into the Field* by taking up Arms agamft 
him. 

When Vi^ory had ere^ed Ohelish, and other Mo- 
numents of Honour to him in Itidy and Spain, and 
had cut triumphal Arches through the Jlfs and Py- 
renean Mountains for the Conqueror^s Return ; when 
he had made the Rhine to flow with German Bloody 
and had every where, both by. Sea and Land, foft 
Tokens of his matchlefs Fortune ; coming to his 
own Cdudtry, . inftead of Trophies and Henours to 
welcome home their Sovereign, his Ears were ahiraytf 
grated with die unwelcome News of Civil Weirs m 
Ais own Kingdom. 

* Yet he that confiders, need not wonder at thefe 
Convulfions of the State of France, or any other 
Kingdom ^ populous as that is. In the Oeeononiy 
of tbi Vttt'verfe, tho* it be governed by an Eternal 
Providence, which canot err, yet we fee the Elements 
at War with, each other, and that perpetually ; and 
out of thisreftlefi Strife and Quarrel arifes that Health 
and good Qn^ntion of the Natural WorM. So is 
it in the Political World : No Xangdom or Cmmm-' 
wealth can febfift without Purgations of her peccant 
and fuperfluous Humours ; which War efi^s, as 
he m^ appropriate and natural Remedy in &cb 
Caics. 

Kelthtr 
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Neither had Livihi any great Retfcn to be angry 
at theie Diibrders, fiooe thxeogh hit prudent Mar 
oagement they furnifii*d him ooth with the Oppor- 
tDnity and Means to reduce this Kingdom to an en- 
tire Obedience, which his Pndu^gors could ne- 
ver acoompliih. Thus» they fiiy, the Palm, the 
more it is opprefled with Weights, iboots op the 
higher. 

Kingdoms and Empn-is, like noHsr^ BoJin, have 
their proper Time (^ Growti ; and the Genius ef 
each Nation ftimolates it with a firong Defii^ and 
Appetite of enlaiging its Dominions^ which it never ^ 
taSes to purfue^ till it be arrived to the Meridian 
and Heignk c^ Grandenr; though it be often inter. 
n»|>ted and retarded in its Couife to Maturity* by 
8(Mte-Fevers aid other Maladies. 

Thus Fr«ffir#, dwiiig the Non-age df fact growing 
Siaii, felt various Shocks and Fitt ; often threat- 
aed with a Diffolution by the high-wrosght Blood 
of potent Fadions. Yet, in her Conftitotion, fhe 
had Antidotes, as well as Poilbns : And her wife 
Kingi had SUU to check and cusb a popular Dif- 
cafe. But none e'er rooted out the Caufe, till this 
great Lewit took the Que in hand. He has awa* 
hen'd jail the vital Powers of Siati, and roiused the 
very Soul of Gowmmmt. *Tis he alone has crufhed 
Che laftHead.of that fadious Hydras which forib 
snany Reigns had exerciied the Arms of . his Ra^iJ 
Anqtjhrs. ^ 

Wottldft thou know by what Methods he has 
accerapliihed this great Work ? I tell thee in a 
word ; by Rigor and Severity. He fleeced the 
rich PUbeioMs of their Gold, and kept the Fmt in 
tl^it Condition, by continual Taxes and Impoii- 
tioiu. 

Yet he was a Prince of that admirable Temper 
in his Government, that he acquired the Epithet qf 

His 
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His Qaeen is now Regent, aooonling to the Law 
of France t the Dauphin being but four Years of Age. 

The Sovereign Arbiter of Fate grant to the glo- 
rious Sultan Vidory oyer all his Enemiesy that io 
thefe Weftim Nations, when their Coarfe is rrni^ 
may be fabdued to the iacred Empire of the tmt 
BeUtutrs.

H Y laft Letter has confirmed the Efids tX 
the former, and given me a frefh Teftimony 
^iTx^Y paternal AiFedion and' Friendfhip. It is an 
evident Sign that thou takeft care of poor Mabmta^ 
when wiman Authority full of Tendemefs, thou re- 
proveft his JPanlts, without leaving him Occafiontd 
deipair. Such Reprehenfions are a ibvereign Bilm 
to a wounded Spirit ; and I , hope after an Appltca- 
tion fweeten*d with ib much Cfemency, I Ihafl ne- 
ver do any thing which may merit or need the 
Diftdpline requifite to a Gangrene. 

If I was negligent in performing the Pennance thou 
before enjoinedll me, I will now endeavour to make 
lleparation. If the Account I gave thee of the 
Keligion of thefe Wefiem Parts was too (uperficial 
and brief, I will iww enlarge, and prefent thee 
with the chief Obiervations and Remarks I have 
made during my Refidence here^nd my Captivity 
in FaliTtm* 

I need 
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I need not acquaint thee with that which caufcs 
the greateft Rupture between the Roman and Grnk 
Churches ; Cyril the fatrianh has (aid enough to 
thee on that Subjedl. Thou knoweft» that the 
grand Quarrel between then is about the Sufnfnacy 
which the Roman Prelate claims over all the Churches 
in the World, by a dwine Right. But neither 
Cyril^ nor the Friars ci Jeru/alem, with whom he 
contefted, would inform theC) that this Supremaqr, 
where-ever it refides, is only founded, in Right of 
the Empire. They would make thee believe that 
the Cbrijlian Bijhops were from the Beginning, iS?- 
'vereigm, efbblifhed by God, Princes independent 
of the Imperial Sceptre ; concealing that ' the firft 
Founders of their pretended Monarchy were poor 
Piihermen, who never dream*d of fuch a Gran- 
deur, as their SucceiTors were afterwards invefted 
with, by the Liberality of the Roman and Grecimm 
Emperors. It would be a Reproach to them- 
iblves, if they ihould let thee know, how holy and 
harmlefs were the firft Patriarchs of Byzantium and 
Rome^ who refufed the Honours and Dignities of the 
World, and were only ambitions of excelling one 
another in Virtue and a pious Life. Their very Ad- 
dreiTes to thee are a Contradi£iion to the Examples 
of their Predeceilbrs, each Party offering Treafures 
of Gold, thinking to bribe the incorruptible Judge 
with the glittering Dirt. Afiuredly the Seeds of an 
irreconcileable Disord are ibwn in theie Infidels \ they 
are fettled upon the \jtt% of Error, till the Day of 
Judgment. 

As to the State of Controverfy between them, it 
is certain, that while Rome was the Capital Seat ofT 
the Empiie, the Roman Bifhops had the Superiority 
granted them; but when the Imperial Refidenci 
was tranflated from thence to Byxantium by Cm- 
Jiantine the Great, (from whom it derives the Name 
it now bears of ConftantinopU) then the Ecclefiafti^ 

eat 
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€al Sapremacy was alfo trnisfened to tlie Patriarch 
of that City; who enjoys it to this Day, through 
the Favour of oar iiHimfktnt Subansi who fucceed: 
the ancient Emperors rf Greece. This fuperlative- 
Power the Pepes of Rome would not recognize in* 
any other but themfelves, being loth to pait^ with 
the Authority they once potte^*ds whence pro- 
ceeded the Sehijm between the two Churches of the 
Eafi and Weft, And while the Patriarchs of the 

' Greciam (helter*d their new-acquired Honour un- 
der the Protedion of the Emperors i the Popei^ 
partly by Artifice, aud partly by Force, made thon- 
ielves Lereh of Reme^ and the adjacent Territories, 
taking th& Advuitage (^ the Abfenoe of the Emperers, 
the PufiHanimity of the Senators^ and Difcord of the 
Citistent. Supported with this Princely Eftate, they 
t x eem mum eaie all the Clmrcbes which did not fn^ 
mit to them, as the Sovereign Prelates of the CM-- 

JHem World ; pobUihiag ievere E£as againil the 
Greek Cburcky and doing every thing that mieht 
ocmfirm the World in the Belief of their Autho- 
rity and Grandeur. The Potentates of Europe^ 
irightc;n'd with the Thunder which the Roman Pon- 
tiffs xxkdy and induced by other Reafons, did Homage 
to them, acknowledging their ^^^n^ JuriidiAion in 
the Weft. In this Sate they have continued ever 
fince, without yielding in any thing to the Patri* 
mrchs of Conftantinople, 

There have been great Endeavours ufed on bodi 
Sidesy to gain their refpedtive Ends ; and feveral 
General Councils were called^ that is, an AfTembly 
of the chief Siftfcps and Dolors of both Churches^ 
to examine and decide the Difference. And fome- 
times the Pothers of the Greek Church have fub- 
icribed a Sobmiifion to the Pope ; but, as foon 
as they returned home, they have recanted, and 
the Breach been rendePd as wide as ever. They ac- 

HCttfe the Romans of Partiality» and fay, that die 

Coustcils 
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Councils were packed } fet both Paiticf feem C6 
give an extnumkuiiy Defereace to tkefe gnmtd 
Coumibt belkvB^ that the Holf Gbofi, is there pre- 
ienty and guides them into all Troth. The Cotm- 
cik, which they dteem infMk^ have €9mtraikBed 
each other ; this repealing what that had de- 
creed, and a third difaimuUiBg that Repeal. The 
Councils believe themfelves above the Pofe^ and 
the Pope exalts himfelf above the Counciit, Some- 
times they have two or three Popes together, all 
claiming that which can be the Right but of one. 
In fine, they have involved themfelve» in fuch a 
Labjrrinth of Difpntes and Cavils, and are entangled 
in inch a Circle of Abfurditks, that the fob«rer 
Part of Chriflians begin t6 qneftion the Authority 
both of Popes and Coumils : Infomuch as it being 
generally known, that the laft Affembly of this 
Kind was manifeftly over-rded by *the Agents of 
the Court of Rome^ People fpar*d not to pafi this 
Jeft on it, and iay, nut the HiAy GhsSc nuas fint 
frm Rome to the Council of Trent in a Cloak-tag ; 
intimating tliereby, the many Inftruftions and Ad- 
vices whidi were continnally tranfinitud from Rom 
by the Poft, to the Rithers fitting in that Council^ 
whereby all things were detehnined according to the 
Pope\ Pleafurcj and to the Advantage of the Fomau 
Cdurt. 

*Tis certain, die Chriftians now-a^days have a* 
bated much of that bUnd Obedience which they 
formerly paid to the Roman Pontiffs-. They begin 
toiee with their own Eyes, an4 not with thoTe of 
their Prielb. There was a Time when many Kings 
were made to hold their Crowns in Fee of ti»s 
Roman Prelate^ who pretended a Right to difpofe 
of all the Kingdoms and Empires of the Earth, as 
Vicar of God. But the Kings of England^ Stjoede" 
land and Denmark, with fome Princes of the G»r« 
tuan Empire, and the States of Holland, have taught 

^ others 
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Otkers die Way to ftand upon their Guard ; fo that, 
though the Emperor of Germany, Kings of Framcff 
Sfaifg and Holland^ with the Princes of halyf profeis 
an Obedience to the Holy Father, yet *tis rather out 
of a Maxim of Policy, than any real Periuafion of 
Religion. 

The Sfamards feem the moft faperilitioufly de* 
voted to the See of Rom ; yet they will not endore 
the Exeommanication, which the Pobe pronounces 
againft their King, above the Space oi one Day. It 
feems upon feme o)d Difference between them» it is 
ufoal for the Holy leather to excommunicate this So- 
vereign once a Year, that is, on the Thirfday before 
- Eifjier, which is the fame as our Feail of Beiram, 
Now, as I am told, the Sfamjb Jmiajador next 
; Day preients the Pofe with a Gennet or Horfe, up- 
. on which the Cenfure is taken off This is an ecck- 
fiafUck Juggle; and the Court of i^jwf ufea great 
deal of fudi jboly Legerdemain, to keep the Sons of 
the Church in their Obedience. 

The French Churchy though in aH things agree- 
ing, and profefling an entire Obedience to the Ro* 
man, yet claims to her&lf ibme Immunities and 
Privileges, which the Court of Rpme is very loth 
to grant. Hence it comes to pais, that there ariie 
frequent Cbnteils between the Pepes and the Kings 
of France, which are generally accommodated to the 
Advantage of the latter ; ^he Pepe not being willing 
to try the Fore of r^£ LJSTREJSON OF 
KINGS : This is a Motto engraven on the French 
King's Cannon, which he iias threaten*d to carry to 
the Walls of Rome, if the Pope ihoukl intrench on 
the Gallican Rights. 

But thotgh they thus difagree in fome Niceties 
of Sute, yet they, and all the reft of the Nations 
within the Roman Communion, have but one Form 
of dhiine Service, which they call the Mafs^ and it 
19 thci iiuoe with .the Gr$dim liturgy* On Feftiyal 

Days 
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Days it is iblemnized with Variety of choice Mufic\ 
and Sifting ; with innamerable Wax-Tapirs burning 
at Noon day. I have feeD, at fuch a Time, fixteen 
Prieils before the Altar, all vefted in moil collly 
Silks, embroider*d with Gold and Pearls. 

They have alfo many Chapek and Altars in the 
iame Church, and fbmetimes they celebrate ilf^ on 
all the Altars together ; differing herein from thofe ^ 
of the Greei Communion^ who have but one Altar in 
a Temple : For which they plead Antiquity, it n^ver 
having been known that the primiti'Vi Chriftians 
had any more. On the other fide, the Romans 
plead Conveniency, for the Multitude of their Altars ; 
that the Popt has a Power to difpenfe with the ancient 
Rites and Traditions in fuch Cafes ; and that nothing 
was more reafonable than that their Altars fhould be 
multiplied, as the Number of their Profelytes and 
Priefls increased. 

I will not pretend to decide this Contfoverfy ; 
permit me only to lay, that the faithful M^JJvl- 
mans have more Keaibn to require feveral Preachers 
at the fame time in «ur magnificent Mofques^ where 
it is impoflible for all the Auditors in fo vaft ., 
an AflTemblyy to hear and underftand the Lanv ex- 
pounded by one Man, though it be performed in 
the vulgar Tongue: Whereas, their Service is cele- 
brated in a Language whereof the Multitude are 
utterly ignorant. It matters not much whether they 
are near a Prieft at the Altar, or afar of, fmce 
they underHand not a Word he fays ; and the Gn- 
dans judge it fufficient to be prefent at this their dal* 
ly Sacrifice, though it be at the very Porch of the 
Temple. 

Another Difference there is alfo between thefe 
two Churches : The Reman allows not a manitd 
Prieftf unlefs in fome extraordinary Cafes, and 
then the Pofe*s Difpenfation mull be prQcur'd, Qqt 
Cfincubinag€ is conqived at, though forbidden by 

th« 
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<]ie Cemns of the Church : Whereas thou knoweil 
Out all the Grecian Pafa*s man*/ and get Chil- 
dren. 

The Spaniards^ among all the Nations within the 
JUman Paity are reckoned the hft CatboRcksy but the 
njoorft Chrtftiansi the French are faid to be the 
beft ChriJIians, bat the wor/! CatMicks ; and the 
Italians are accounted neither Cath$Hcks nor Chri- 
fiians. 

I know not what Reafbn they have to ftate the Did 
ference fo between the two former \ but die Cha 
radler of the latter fuits in one refpedl with the ufu- 
al Proverb of that Country i it being common in« 
the Mouths of Italian GaUants^ to iay^ Hi that is m- 
Chriftian, is a Fool. 

The devouter Sort tX CatUUcks pay a |reat Re- 
verence and Devotion to the Relicks of their Saints. 
I could not repr^nd them for this) if I were Jure - 
of two things,^ that all thofe whom they efieem* 
as ^tfiffHf were really fuch ; and that all the Ke« 
licks tkey keep with b much Veneration in their 
Churches^ did really appertain to the Perfons under 
whofe Names they go: For then it would be na 
more than what the trui BeUevers pra;^(e through- 
out the World ; and it is well known, that when a 
Piece. of the Garment of oatHfofy Prophet was dipped 
in the Water which they cait on the Flames of 
Confl/mtinopUj the Fire immediately ceafed, to which 
before no Stop could be given by all the Indoilr/ 
and Endeavours of Men. AlTuredly, the Bodies of 
the Prophets and Meffengers of. God are holy^ and 
have a Power of fandifying whatever they touch, 
producing often miraculous E^e^s;. but the Avarice 
of Men may abufe this Truth to their own private 
Ends ; and the Cbrijlians themfelves will not believe 
all to be trui Relicks of Saints, which their crafty 
Fciefts ihew for fuch. 

There 
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There are inRaiberable other ^^^S*/ of Chriftians, 
which are Acither In Communion with the Rinium nor 
the Grtcian Churches % but, accufing them of Jdola* 
try, feparate themfelves from their Society, and form 
Jidinfl Congregations. Thefe are not known in 
France^ faving only the Hugomtj, otherwife called 
pTotepants : Which laft is a Term comprehending 
all that have revolted from the Roman Church, and 
was firft aiTomed by the Lutherans at j(ugturgh in 
*Cernuuy, 

In England and 'H^Hand there are abundance of 

thefe SeSSf ibme oi them newly fprang up, others 

of longer Date. And all thus far agree with the 

Muffulmans, that they uTe not Pi^ores or Imagies in 

their Temples.; (b that were they rightly intruded 

in the holy Alcoran, it would not be a thing altoge- 

:ther impra^icable, to perfuade them to Circumcifion. 

There is a Sedk which they caU Sodmaus, who turn 

to preach out of the very Book of Glory, denying the 

JDMnity of Jefus, the Son of Maty, the ChriJHan 

Miffias i even as o\xt Mwne Lawgiver does in ieveral 

'Chapters and Verficles of the Jileoran, 

' The Chrifiian Church ieems to be a fbtelyBuild- 

fing, whereof Trelacy is the Corner-flone ; if this 

were removed, all would fall to the Groand. That 

which they call the Hierarchy, if it coald once be 

/4i^olved or pulled down, we (hould foon fee all 

Chriftendom laid in Ruines. This Hierarchy is a 

gradual Subordination of Arcibijhops, Bijbofs, and 

Triijh ; the Inferior depending on the Superior, 

.^nd all deriving their Orders and Dignities from 

iheir chief ^ Patriarchs, Thefe are the Links which 

«fompofe that Chain that feftens Chriftendom togor 

theri were this but once broke, the united Inte* 

oeA of Europe would foon fall into Pieces. The 

Way ^muft be, by beginning at the lowermoft Link : 

p>uld but the Priefts be rendered independent on 

rihe Biihops, and vOn each other, it would be a ^r 
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Step towards the dirmantling of the Outworks, 
thefe Priefls drawing infinite Numbers of People af- 
ter them ; as it is apparent in Gentva, Holland^ S'wlf' 
ferland^ and. other Places, where they have quite a- 
, bolifh'd the Order and Authority of BtP>ofi : And it 
is obfervable that none of thefe forementien*d Coan- 
tries, fince that Time, have ever been inflmmen- 
tal in oppoiing the vidlorious Arms of the Ottoman 
Empire : As if, with the Bownfal of Epifcopaey, the 
Charm were diflipated, which had for fome Ages 
precipitated thefe Nations (among others^ to a r^ 
and obftinate Reiif^ance. of that Force, which is 
deftin*d by Fate to conquer and reform the 
World. 

Weigh this Thought well, and thou wilt find 
that the Order of JSi/hops is eilentia] and neceflkry 
to the good Eflate of Chrijiendomi and that the 
only Way for the Mujfulmans to undermine all£«- 
rope^ will be to fupplant this Order ^ and introduce 
an Ecclefiaflick Independency among the Priefb; 
by which means every one (hall afTume to himfelf, 
not only his proper Fragment of the torn Dignity, 
but the whole fundamental Power of a Bifhop ; ta- 
king upon him to do thofe OfHces, which before 
it was not accounted lawful for any but a mitred 
Head to perform. Hence, in Time, will follow 
innumerable Inconveniences, Diftaftes, and Broils; 
and perhaps as many Schi/msy as there are partica- 
lar Priefls to head them : Since every one will be 
apt to think himfelf capable of dictating to all the 
reK, and judge it below him to receive the Law 
from any. Thus will there be a clear Stage, for 
Ambition, Avarice, and Luft, to aft their Parts on ; 
And when, by the Craft of defigning Men, and Su- 
perflition of Bigots, and the Eafineis of the Credu- 
lous, the great€il Part ihall be fo divided, that it 
will be difficult to find two Men of the fame Mind 
in Articles of Imthi k Will then be eafy, either 

by 
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by thy intelligible Reafbns in the Akoran^ or the 
more cogent Arguments of the Sword, to plant the 
trui and undefiUd faith in thefe Coontries. The 
Creator of all things hailen his holy Propheth Re- 
tarn* that all Nations may embrace his Law^ afiert 
his Unity* and be incorporated into the glorious Em^ 
pire of the Ofmam.

jvm ; mt odier tunes they fence with Fiks adapted 
to tlieir tender Aims and childifh Skill. In theie 
kind of BxadSa the Datfbim gnjws a great Piofi- 
cient ; and it is kxik^d apon as an Omen of his future 
iMvIike Deeds. 

A Sfattt/b Afindoger has ralcolated his Nativity. 
He piophefies ftiange things of this young Prince ; 
io^ that he (hall exoell all his X#|w/ Jbcifiers in Feats 
of Anns ; that he QiaU make the Crown of FroMce 
Luperial^ hsYing fabdoed ^atu^ liafy, and Germany ; 
that he (hall &kt the Ontmam Empire, but in the 
End (haB be depofed by Us own Sobjeds. 

I kncN/ not what Credit may be givett to the Pro- 
leflEbrs of this Sdcaice, in regard the ancient Rules 
0f Aftrokgy, sn which the CMtkiuu and other Eaft- 
€m Sages gioonded their Predidions, are now dther 
Wholly loft, or (6 corrupted and obfcured by the 
Comments and Gkfles of latter Aathors, that there 
are haidly any Footfteps of the original Maxims to 
lie traced Yet without troubling jt/iroiogen, Prw- 
^beist or IfizMrJs, one may preuge from the na- 
tural Genius of the Daafbtn^ that when he comes to 
feel his Strength, he will not be idle, but fi>llow his 
father's Sups, who, before he was thirteen Years 
of Age* appeared at the Head of Armies. 

The Omnipotent guard our glorious SuliaM, and the 
Empire eftabli(h*d by his own Hands ; and may his

3t> the Viiir Azcm, at tht Port. 

I Remember, ' I promifcd to fend thee farther Ad- 
vices of the War between Spain and Portugal^ 
fince the late Revolution in thofe Parts. *' 

The IJlottd of tercera was the only Place that held 
•Qt a'^ainft the Nt-w King, when all others with £x- 
preffions of extraordinary Joy for their Deliverance 
nom the Caftilian Yoke, fubmitted to, and acknow- 
ledged D. Juan de Braganza, as the Lawful Heir of 
that CrowH, 

The Refiftance which the Govemmtr of this IJland 
made, obliged the King to fend thither a certaiii 
Number of Ships of War, to block up the Flaeei 
and hinder the ImpCMtance of any Proviflons. And 
this Courfe provM fuccefsful ; for, though the 
Spaniards attempted feveral Times to relieve it, 
yet their Veffels were cither taken by the FortU" 
guefi Fleet, or fenfr back again without doing their 
£rTand. So that at length. Dm Al'varo de Fi'veiros^ 
the Governour, finding himfelf reduced to great 
Streights for wast of Neceifaries, without any Hopes 
of being relieved, was forced to capitulate and far- 
render. 

The Ne^M King has made an Alliance with the 
Swedes, which is of no fmall Advantage to him ; 
having thereby ellablifhed a Commerce with that 
Country, and furniihing himfelf from thence with 
Powder, Horfes, Arms, and all other Provifions of 
War. 

He has alfo made a treaty with the Hollanders^ 
but not with ib good Succefs as the former. Thoa 
haft heard what PofTeffions the Kings of Spain and 
Portugal have acquired in America, they btkig the 

H firft 
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firft Difcovers of that Nenv World. It happened 
that about the Time of the late Revolution in For* 
tugualy the HdiandiTs of Brafil took from the For- 
tugueze the Towns of Angola^ 5t. Thfrnoj, Marag^ 
mn, and other Places belonging to 2). yuan de Bra- 
ganxa in thofe Parts. The Knowledge of this co- 
ming to the Portuguese Courts caufed the King to 
fend his Ambajfador to demand of the States the Rea- 
fon of this Breach. They anfwer, it was done before 
the News of the Revolution had reached the iVelf* 
Indies. This, with fome Adls ©f Hollility ia the 
Oriental Parts, has lefTen'd the good Underftanding 
which was between them. 

In the mean time, the Spight and Hatred of the 
Caftilians increafed daily ; much Blood was fpilt on 
the Frontiers of Portugual, which obliged D. Juan 
to eftablifh fix Places of Strength, quartering in them 
an Army of thirty thoufand JVl^n. The Spaniards, 
to oppofe their Forces, had likewlfe four or five Ar- 
mies in Cajiile. There were many Skirmiihes and 
Encounters, Stratagems and Ambufcades on both 
Sides ; atid it was hard to determine who had got the 
Advantage, till Fortune feem'd to favour the Caufe 
of the Portuguese. 

They had a valiant and expert Commander, w^ 
was Governor of one of their Frontier Provinces : His 
Name is, demand Telhs de Menezez. This Hero 
animated by the JulUce of his Caufe, and fpurr*d on 
by the natural Ardour of his Spirit, piercM into the 
Bowels of Old Cafiile, took the Towns of St. Mar 
tin and Elgesy demolifhing the Caftle belonging to* 
che latter, which alfo commanded all the Country 
thereabouts; and, being encountred by two thou- 
fand five hundred Spaniards^ he fell upon them and 
cut them all in Pieces. He alio rendered himielf 
Mafter of a ftrong Place call'd Vaherde, which he 
ftbr'd with all forts of Ammunition, and left a Por- 
tugueu Cair]^.! in it. 

'They 
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They were no leis viflorious in another Province^ 
fiom whence the Portuguese Armies ru(h*d into the 
adjacent Territories of Spain^ taking the Towns of 
Arocbes^ Villar de Riy, CoMcere^ Anxinafola^ and 
other Places of Note, without any Refiilance, fave that 
of a few Cafi'tlian Troops, nioft of which they took 
Frifoners, with a Booty of three hundred Sfanijh 
Gennets. After this, they took G&^//ri by Storm, one 
of the moft confiderable Towns in that Part of Spain 
Nor was the King of Portugal only thus fuccefsful 
near Home, but his Afairs profper^d alfo abroad. 
The Kings of Goa and Maroc fought his Alliance, 
with other Princes in the Eaji-lndies ; and, in gene- 
ral, all the Potentates in Chrijiendom, excepting only 
Spain, made Friendihip with D. Juan de Braganza, 
and efpoufed his Interefts. 

There has been a general Aflembly of all the EJiatcs 
of Portugal ; wherein the People have teftified their 
Joy and Satisfadtion in their AVou King^ by offering 
him, together with their Lives, the Difpofal of their 
Fortunes, to be employed for the Service of the 
Crown, and the Releafe of his Royal Brother Don 
Duartus, of whom I formerly made- mention in one 
of my Letters. 

Thou wilt^ not perhaps think me trouble forae, if I 
relate to thee how the Spaniards ufed this unfortunate 
Prince after they had imprifonM him : Neither is it 
altogether impertinent, to let thee fee, howfpightfal 
this Nation is in their Revenges, and how cruel in 
the Execution of their Refentments. 

After Don Duartus was delivered into the Hands 
of the Marquis Cajlel Codrigo, the Spaniards gave 
him not the Entertainment and Refpedt due to a 
Prince, but uled him hke a Slave. or a Malefactor, 
caufmg him to be lodged in a mean dark Chamber, 
his Hands to be chained every Night, his Robes to 
to be taken from him, none of his Domefticks fufter- 
<d> to come near him^ and doing all the Indignities 

H 2 to 
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1^0 him that their Malice could foggeft, as prope^ 
Means to render his Impfifonment intolerable, and 
Jiis life a Burden. If thou askeft me for what Crime 
it was they thus punifhed him, I can tell thee of 
fione* unlefs it were one, to be fo nearly related to 
^e King of PortugaL 

But this is not the only Example of the Spani/b 
Cruelty ; they executed their Revenge on poor un- 
armed Pcafants in the Field; the Duke d$ Aha 
cauiing three hundred Portvguefe Husbandmen, as 
they were labouring in their Vineyards, to be murdur- 
ed in cold Blood» facrificing them, as he f^id, to the 
Gbofts of the flaughter'd Caftilians, And it was at- 
tributed to their under* hand Tnfinuations, that four 
Portugue/i AmbaiTadors, with three and fifty of their 
Train were barbaroufly put to Death by the Japo^ 
ntfesy againfl the Law of Nature, and the San£tion 
of all Nations. Such Violences have never been pra- 
£iis'd in the Ottoman Empire i the San^uary of the 
Earth has not been profan*d by an Injuflice of fo 
deep a Dye. 

There has been lately difcoverM a fefcond Con- 
fptracy againil Don Juan de Braganza^ wherein 
were concerned Don Jofeph de Meneseez, Governour 
of St. Julian, . the moll important Fortrefs of all 
the Kingdom, and Don Francifco de Lucena^ Secre- 
tary of State. Thefe held a private Correfpondence 
with the Duke de OHvarez ; and it was agreed be- 
tween them that the Go^emour of Badajoxt a Sub- 
jeft of jhe King of Spain, (hould be put in FoflcP 
fion of St. Julian*^ Forty which is the very Key of 
Lisbony and that other Places of Strength (hould be 
delivered up to fuch Spanijh Officers as Oli*varex ap- 
pointed. Bat a Letter .which was ient from Don 
yuan de Garay^ .Governor of Badajoxy to the Go* 
*vemor of St. iMcfs tEort in Portugal, being by Mi* 
ftake carried to the ^Hands of the .Count d" Obidos^ 
a Portifpufe Sieneralt and a>£uthful Friend to the 

King, 
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King, difcovered the Intrigue, and the Traytors 
were feized and brought to condign PaniQxxnent. 

I cannot at prefent fend thee any more News of 
the Portuguefe AiFairs. <kii grant thee a long and 
happy Life in the Favour of the Grand Sigmor^

So Dgnet Oglou* 

THOU wiH wonder when I tell tfiee I ant ine« 
lancholy for want of Solitude. That whichr 
tdminifters Occailon of Sadnefs to others^ is the on* 
ly Cure of my Grief. Yet this will not feem a' 
Pareulox^ when thou confidereft, that CoBver&ti- 
on is the Air of the Soul, and that he who values 
the Health and Eafe of his Mind, ought to chufe 
fuch an Element for it to breathe in, as is part and 
ferene, which is vtry difficult to find in any Society, 
This is the Reafon that I never think my felf more 
alone, than when I am con£n*d to fome Kind of 
Company. 

Thou haft obferved, that moft Men will engrofs 
all the Talk to themfelves; this is ytry irkfome. 
Yet, I fhould not grudge them the Monopoly, 
were their Difcourfe pertinent and agreeable ; hut^ 
to be forc'd to hearken to all their empty Tattle of 
Hawks and Hounds, Garbs and Fafnions, with an 
endlels Jargon of Things lefs to the Purpofe than 
the former, which will keep their Tongues em ploy 'd 
fometimes two or three Hoars together; renders 
their Converfe more troublefome, than that of the 
Spark, who pick*d up Horace in the Streets of Rome,

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Others are of a quite codtrary Humour; and* 
thou may^ft as ibon get a Word from the Mufti, a^ 
from them. They fit like Statues, as if they emu- 
lated the Charadler of Griuli Ehen Sagran, one of 
the Fizirs of the Bench, who in ten Years that he 
had fat in the Di'van^ was never obferved to fpeak a 
Syllabic. 

Yet, this ibrt is more tolerable than the other, 
,who, with their everlafting Chat, rock the Com- 
pany afleep, and take from them the very Fewer of 
Thinking, ^ 

However, 1 prefer the Retirement of my Cham- 
ber to both thefe Inconveniences. There I can 
enter into my felf, and by retreating from all Com- 
merce with my Senfes, I find a private back Way 
to converfe with the whole Univerfe. Think not 
this a Chimera f or that Mahmut pretends to extra- 
ordinary Illuminations; 'tis nothing but what every 
Man may experience, who will but take the Paint 
to be throughly acquainted with himfelf. If he 
can but gain a familiar Accefs to the inward Apart- 
ments of his own Bread, he will fbon find a Po- 
Hern there, which will readil y open and let him into 
the rooft retired Clofets of Nature : , From thence 
lie may fally forth, and take a better Survey of the 
World, than he can by his Eyes. Here he will be- 
liold all Things undifguifed, and in their true Quan- 
tities iind Qualities. And, which is more admirable, 
he will be able without the Help of Opticksy to fee 
liimfelf enjoying this Felicity, and to know that he 
fees it, which is a fufHcient Convidlion that he is 
sot in a Dream. 

Wouldft thou improve thy Knowledge, afFedt Bot 
a Multitude of Books } there are but few worth the 
Reading. What is the whole Creation but one 
great Library : eMtxy Volume in which, and every 
Page in thofe Volumes, are imprefs'd with radiant 
Charaders of infinite Wifdom F And, all the Pcr- 

fedlions 
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ft£tions of the Univerfe, are contrafled with fuch 
inimitable Art in Man, that he needs no other 
Book but himfelf, to make him a complete Phi/o- 
Jbpher, Thou wilt fey, that this requires too great 
an AbflraAednefs of Mind, and is very painful. I 
tell thee, my dear Friend, I am extremely fub« 
jedl to Melancholy ; whofe £f&6l, thou knoweft, 
is to render one very thoughtful, and thofe 
Thoughts rack the Soul with intolerable Anguifh. 
Yet I do net fly from them, as generally Men are 
ftccudomed, neither do I feek to drown them in 
Wine, or chafe them away with any fociable Di- 
vertifements. My ufual Way is, to bid them Bat- 
'tel, oppofe Thoughts againft Thoughts; and, with 
the Dint of fteafon, to fubdue this peeviih Humour* 
To this End, I hunt up and dcwn for my Enemy, 
and rummage every Corner of my Soul, purfuing 
the Caufe of my Sadnefs, with fuch Argumertrs as 
thefe : Why fhould I be Melancholy, who pofiefs 
nothing that I fear to lofe, and yet enjoy all that 
I could wi(h for, were I without what I now pof- 
iefs? I am a Muffulrnmny and therefore under the 
Protedlion of Cod: I ferve his Vicegerent ^ the Grand 
Signior^ faithfully, and find Acceptance with the 
Bajfah of the Port ; I am in France, yet <annot call 
it a Foreign Q)untry, fincc Innocence and Virtue 
naturalize a Man in all Parts of the World. I can- 
not fay I am unfortunate, fo long as I have no Vice 
for which I need either to blufh or grow pale. If 
I am flander'd, this ought to be an (>:cafion of Joy, 
fince it ranks me with Men of the greiateft Merit, 
who could never cicapc the Calumnies of the En- 
vious. And I have Reafon to triumph, in that I 
find fao Inclination to revenge my felf, but rather to 
pity my Traducers. If any Man ihonld play the 
Zatyift with my Deformity, and rudely defeant on 
my ugly Countenance, or the Difproportion of my 

H 4 Limbs 
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Limbs ? there is no more Reafon to be grieved at this 
than to be affronted at the Wind for blowing off mjr 
Hat, or the Rain for wetting my Cloaths, or a Dog 
by barking at me as I go along the Streets, the (»e 
being ao natui-al as the other. ' 

Iaus 1 argue with my felf, dear Oghuf when 
afiaulted with Melancholy; thefe are the Remedies 
which I apply to that black Diflemper of the Mind / 
And fometimesi go farther, if thefe will do no 
good : 1 then ask my felf, whether it be the Fear 
of Death that thus perplexes me ? And here begins 
my Cure. This kindles the brightefl Spark of Rea. 
fon, which in s^' Moment difperfes all the Mifts. 
The difmal Pr^geantry of Chimera\ vanilhes, and 
all the Tragick Pomp of Grief freight difappears. 
Not that I would have thee think I am fond of dy- 
ii^g, but I coniider DeiUb as the M^awdahU Fait 
of all Men ; and, that therefore it is reafonaUe to 
be chearful, iince that which no Man can efcape^ 
will, one Time or other, releafe me and every Man 
from the Miferies of this Life. This Thought re- 
covers me from th^ worft EiFedls of Melancholy; 
and, r believe, the Damwd themfelves would fome- 
times be in a good Humour, if they had but the leaft 
Glimpfe of Hope, that they fhould one Day be de^ 
liver^d from their Torments. For, whatfoever 
ibrts of Men there are in this Life, I cannot think 
there be any Stoicks in HelL 

And now I have entertained thee with Company 
and Solitude, with Books and Men, with Life and 
Death, with Earth and Hell ; let us take one Step 
farther^ and refreih our felves with the Remem- 
brao^ of Heaven, the Joys of the BleiTed in Para^ 
Sfe\ which certainly is the befl Relief of an- 
iLious Thoughts, the moft perfed Cure of Me* 
laQcholy, the Guide of Life> and the Comfort of 
Death.

LETTER XXL 

To tbc Tcfccrd^ty er Lord-Treafurer. 

Kingdoms and Entires ^ike Men} have their 
Ittcky and unlucky Seaibns. Sfatn feems fbr 
a confiderable Time to have been under a Cloud, 
as if her Guardian Fate began to droop, and were 
not flrong enough to check the riling Grandeur of 
France. 

It has been an old 'Obiervation, That thofe *whom 
God configns over to Ruin, be firft Infatuates. It 
was a grand Overfight in Don Francifco de Mek, to 
conftitute the Duke of Albuquerque, Gemral of his 
Barfe : For he thereby fo difguded the Sfani/h 
Officers in his Aroy, that emidating the Honour 
of this young Poriugitexe, the greateft Part of them 
deferted, in the very Nick of Time, when their 
Prefence was moft neccflary to confirm the Batta- 
lioHs, already fhrinking from the furious Onfet of the 
French. 

This gave the young Duke of Anguten an entire 
Vi^ory, and has crowned him with glorious Laurels, 
while Don Francifco de Meh, by this ill Condufl 
has quite loft his Reputation, and is forced to refign 
up his Commijpon to another. 

This Battel was fought before Rocrcy, and may 
be reckoned as a Parallel with that bloody Battel of 
lidffick, between the Jmperialjfts and Swedes, on 
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the ^ 7 th of the 9th Moon^ of the Year 1631. A 
Day which was remarkable at ConfiantinofUy on the 
Account of that terrible Lightning, which furprized 
the late Sultan Amurath in his Bed. Many other 
extraordinary Events fignalized this Day in England^ 
Trancty . Germany, and other Places ; which occa- 
iioned the great . Afirokger Herlidus, to call it a 
Day of Bkod. 

Such another -was this unfortunate Day to the 
Spaniards, at the fbrementioned Battel of Rocroyi 
where they loR- an infinite Number of Men, with 
all their Field-pieces, and a hundred and fifty Co- 
lours. 

He that created the Moon and the Conflellatiom in 
Heaven, to didinguifh the Times and Seafons, guard 
thee from the Influence of malignant Stars, and from 
the Deftroyer, who ranges the World on certain Cri^ 
tUal D&ys.

IT is Time, it is high Time, moll iage Minifier^ 
for the Ottoman Sword, the Sword of JufUceto 
be unfheathedy not againft an open Enemy, but 
againft its profefTcd Friends and SubjeAs. The Head 
of the Bajfa of Cyprus, is become a Burden to him, 
as likewife thofe of Uitylene, Sao and Lemnos, They 
plot Mifchief againft the Throne that is eflablifhed ia 
Equity ; they are ungrateful to their Sovereign, who 
hath exalted them; they are become unworthy of 
the Honours with which they arc dignified. 
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I could hardly believe the firft Reports of this 
Treafon, till I was ; at length fully convinced by un- 
deniable Tellimonies, that it was too true. 
^ Yet, it is a Secret even in the trench Court. I a- 
lone have difcovered this Myftcry, by the Means of 
a Jew and a Grecian, both my Agents in thofc 
Parts and Men whem I can confide in. 
. The Bufinefs is this. The Bajas and Governonrs 
of the IJles before mentioned, have confpired to- 
gether to divide themfelves from the Body of the 
Ottoman Empire^ and to make the Ifakds of the 
JS.gean Sea, a Commorrwealth independent on the 
^Throne which governs the World, The Baffa of 
Cyprus, is the Ring.leader of this Confpiracy, and 
that IJland is to be the Capital Seat of their New 
Repuhlick, 

The Governours of the five greater J/les, are to be 
called the Sovereign Coun/ellors of State, By thcfe 
aU the AfFairs of Archipelago are to be managed. 
Only the BaJJa of Cyprus fhall be fupreme, and have 
the calling Voice in all Cafes of Difpute. 

The erxlofed Papers contain the per(e£l Model 
of their new Government, the Articles and Propofi- 
tions on which this rebellious defigned Commonwealth 
is to be built, with the Names of the chief Confpi- 
lators fubfcribed. 

Permit me, fage Minifier, to fet before thy Eyes 
the Occafions of thefe treacherous Defigns. 

It has been the Cuftom of the Port, to connive 
for a confiderable Time at the OppreiTions, Rapines^ 
and Exaftions of the BaJ/a's and Governours of Pro- 
minces i to fufFer them to harafs the People under 
their Jurifdidion ; to pillage and fpoil them of 
their Moneys, Goods and Eftates, till they have 
am^^s'd together vaft Sums of Money, And then, 
it has been as ufual for the Sultans, upon . the leaft 
Complaint, to fend the Bow-String to ^(he Criminal 

What 
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Whatever may be pleaded in Deieace of this 
Method in former Times, my Opinion is, that it 
may prove dangeroos now. And, if I may be per- 
mitted to ^)eafc freely, I have Reafon to think, that 
this was one Gronnd of the defigned Treafon in the 
Ifiis of the JEgean Sea. 

Formerly thofe who were removed to theie 
Commands, tverc not fo well verfed in the Maxims 
of Foiicft wi fo apprehenfive of the Cabinet Secrets 
of State, But now the Age is refined. Men are 
tBOtc fubtl^, j^loiis and felfiih than they were; 
Nature teathes all Men to prefervc their Lives witli 
Mtmoft Diligence. 

The B^tfa of Cyprus, who is the Ring leader of 
this Conl^iracy, has been let aloae in a long Courfe 
•f TyraAry and Oppreffion over his Subjeds; by 
Avhich Means, he has heaped to himfelf prodigious 
Treafurcis. His guilty Mind told him, that Cora« 
plaints wodd be made againfl him, and . that one 
time o^ other he mufl be ftrangkd. He knew that 
his Gold would be bett^ thought to become the 
Sultau\ SeragSo than his own; and that he had 
been long enough in his Office, to ierve the Politick 
Ends of State 

Revolving thofe Things in his Mind, he quickly 
eoneluded, that the Crimes he had been guilty of 
in his Government, would draw upon him inevi- 
table Ruin, unleis he pieventtfd it by committing 
greater. And that, as Oppreflion of his Subjeds 
had made him Rich, fo Treafon againft his Sove- 
reign muft make him Safe. He communicates his 
Thoughts to fome of his tnifty Friends and Con- 
fidents. They encourage him to proceed, lepre- 
jfenting td him the natural Strength of the J/htnd, 
iecon£3 by Abundance of ftrong Forts andCaftlesr 
That the Soldiers might eafily 1^ won to his Party 
by 'Money, and the Inhabitants might be pacified by 
&me pdblick Reftittrtions, and other Ads of Indui- 
geace. i. Thus 
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Thus was the Fouxidation laid of this forinidabie 
Treafon, which foon jgathcf d Strength by the Ac- 
ceffion of more Confpirators^ 'till at length all the 
J/Ies aforeiaid were engaged ia thediiloyal League. 

I will not prefume to dictate what is to be done 
in this Cafe. I leave that to thy oraculous Sen- 
tence. But permit me to fuggeil my Thoughts, 
of a proper Means to prevent the like Mifcarriages 
for the future. And that is by executing timely and 
impartial Juftice. It feems to me, not only a Re* 
iiedtion on the Juftia of the Imperial Sword, but 
alfo on the Politicks of the Royal Cabinet, to fuffer 
a Ba£a to grow rich by Opprcffion of the People 
under his Command. For, when he has thus plun- 
dered his Subjedb to fill his own Coffers, he has 
armed hlmfelf with the very Sinews and Nerves of 
Rebellion ; Money being that^ which gives Life and 
Motion to all great and bold Undertakings. 

Therefore, it will be better, not to countenance 
the leaft Opprefiion in thefe ereat Men, whereby 
they may at once be tempted, through the Confci- 
oufnefs of their Crimes, and flrengthen'd by their 
ill-gotten Weahh, to rd>el againft their lawful Soq^e- 
reign. Let Aleppo, Sidon^ A^iirs, Tunis and Tripoly^ 
be Precedents of this Kind. By Juftice the Throm 
is bell and mod fecurely eftablifhed ; Nothing unjufh 
and violent is permanent. 

God overthrow the Devices of thefe Traytors, and 
crown our glomus Suhan with Succefi,

I Have been in this City very near fix Years, and 
it will be expelled, that in all this Time I have 
made ibme profitable Remarks, on the Nature of the 
French, the Intrigues of the Courts the Folicy of the 
State, the Difcifline of their Armies^ and the Strength 
of the Kingdom. 

Some Obfervations I have already communicated 
to the Minivers of the Di<van^ and to others of my 
Friends at the Suhlime Port, All my Letters are 
made common to the happy Slaves of him twho rules 
the World, Thou haft heard of the Death of a po- 
tent King, a great <2ueen, and a mighty Favourite : 
Now let us change the Scene, and pafs from the' 
melancholy Themes of Death, the unavodable Fate 
of Mortals, to the fprightly Joys of Life, the bloom- 
ing Years of an Infant King, who takes an early 
Leap from his Cradle to a ihrone. Thou wilt not ' 
expedl I (hould fpeak much of him, who as yet can 
fay but little of himfelf. However in pafling by 
tlus little great One, it would be ill Manners not to 
pay hixn a Salute or Conge ; who, though young, 
feems no Novice in FunQilio% of CourtJ^ip^ as ap- 
pears by his Addrefs to the Bijiop who baptized 
him ; (if thou knowefl not what that means, it is 
ihe/rfi Ceremony whereby they are made Chriftians, 
and it anfwers to oar Circumcifan.) As fbon as the 
Mjftery was performed, this young Prince, witl» an 
aifured Countenance, and becoming Gravity, fpoke 
thus to the Prelate I My Father, / humkly thank 
you, and Jball he eternally ohtiged to you: My Pom 
tents g0ve.me only an Earthly Crown^ but you have 
Pfode me Heir of the Kingdom of Heaven^ 

There 
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There were, prefent, the ^een, the Princefs ^^ 
Conde^ Cardinal Mazarini, with divers other Pcr- 
fdns of ^ality. The whole Affembly were aftonilh'd 
at the Child's Expreilion, f being but about four 
Years of Age,^ taking it for an Omen of his fu- 
ture Piety and extraordinary Aftions, He difco-, 
vers a prompt Wit in all his Difcourfe, ufmg but 
few Words, and thofe very appofite. His wTiolc 
Deportment is graceful, and furprizingly regular; 
attended with a Difcretion, which is not looked 
for, but from thofe of riper Years. In fine, Na- 
ture feems to have fitted him for the Empirt ta 
which he is born. 

In the mean Time, as if Infant Gwernours were 
now become fafhionable, there are feveral made 
Bijhofs and Jbhots^ while they are yet in the 
Cradle. This the inferior Clergy flomach, and the 
Laity grumble, faying. That there are like to be 
good Times in France^ when thofe who are fly- 
led the Fathers of the Church are Babies. This 
is. Cardinal MazarinPs Policy, to faftcn the No- 
hility to the Interefls of the Crown, by thus ho- 
nouring their Children with the principal Dignities 
of the Church. And> thou wilt fay, he is a wife 
Man ' in fo doing, when thou confidereH, how great 
a Share the Bipops and other EccUfiafticks have, in 
the Wealth of the Land. And that he could not 
do the King a better Service, than by difpofing of 
thefe Preferments, to fuch as would not only there- 
by be obliged to Loyalty themfeives, but. would 
alfo link the Families to which they belong, to the. 
Boyal Caufe. 

Thou wilt better comprehend the Policy of this 
Minifter, in thus endeavouring to fecure the digni- 
fed Clergy t wicn thou weigheft their Strength, and. 
confiderelt their Numbers. 

There are in France \2 Archhijhopricks, xo^hijhop*^ 
rids. Convents of the greater Order 540, Confvents. 

of 
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of the lej'er Order 12320, j^ies 1450, Nuftmrie^ 
67, 700 Friaries t 259 Seminaries of the Or tier cf 
the ^Knights of Malta, 27400 Pari/b-Churches, Ho/- 
piiah 540, private Chapels or Oratories 9000. To 
fill all thefe, they reckon 226000 Religious, or Der- 
vi/esy befides 130000 Farijh-Priefis. 

Ic has been ufual, to take an Eftimate cf the Gk>- 
ry and Riches of a Vrince from the Number of \m 
People ; but I would not have thee think the French 
King the weal^'er for this prodigious Number of 
Devotees ; the greateft part of which he has more 
reafon to look upon as an Army of Enemies^ thsm 
Subje^s. Indeed, the Intereft of the Atcbbijhops, 
Bijhops, and Pari/h-Priefls^ is twilled with that of 
the CrtnjL-n i but the Monis and Friars are the Crea- 
tures of the Pope, and all of them together are nof 
maintained with lefs Coils, than the fourth Part qt 
the Revenues of France, out of which in former 
Times, there went yearly a Million of Crowns to 
flie Court of Rome. 

1 cannot perceive wherein confiUs the Policy tt 
cherifhing fo many Nefls of fpirituai Leeches, who 
fuck the very Blood and Vitah of the Nation ; one 
woold think it were fufiiciently drained by the Royal 
Cufloms, Taxes, and Impofls. 

Thefe Kings have monopolized all the Salt of 
Ae Kingdoms into their own Hands, which they 
compel their Subje^s to buy of them at their own 
Rates. To this End, they have Officen in all 
Farts, who vend it for them. It }ooks, as if they 
took care to preferve their Suh^efts from Corruption, 
and were afraid, left they fiiould patxtfy alive » 
there being not a Man in all their Dominions, wha 
is not obliged to take the Quantity which the 0£- 
cers impole on him, except in fome particular 
Provinces, which for Reafons of Sute, or by Trea- 

2, are exempted. The Revenue which arifes to 
e King fraa this Comsiodity, amounts to near 

three 
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{ktet Millions of Crowns yearly. He hatK eigh^ 
Millions more coming in by Subfidies^ from the 
Peafants; befides many particular Impofts on Flelh, 
Wines and other Commodities. Yet, he loies a con* 
iiderable Part of his Revenues, by farming them oat 
to his Subjedlsy or mortgaging them in Time of 
War for ready Money. He has no lefs than thirty 
thoufand Officers, that are wholly employed in col- 
leding his Revenues, whofe Pen£ons and Salaries \ti- 
ien the King's Income by above half; fo that oat 
of fourfcore Millions of Crowns, which are yearly 
Squeezed from the People, fcarce thirty Millions come 
entire into the King^s Cofler s. 

Thou wilt wonder at the Improvidence of theft 
Infidel Kings, and at the fame Time condemn their 
Tyranny and InjufUce, who oppreis, plunder, and 
ruin thofe that furnilh them with all Necefiaries'for 
human Su&enance, to enrich (not themfelves, bat^ 
a Company of greedy Caterpillars ; for /uch, and no 
better^ are thote who gather their Revenues. It is 
not fo in the /acred Empire of the Ofmansy where 
Jufiice has eredled her fbrone, and OffreJ^on dares 
not (hew her Face. 

But the FrencJb feem bom for Slavery, they bear it 
fo patiently, without ever afpiring after a Redemp- 
tion. The Cbriftians exclaim againft our Janixaries^ 
accufmg them of Infolcncc^ Qppreffion, Rapine, 
and all the Vices to which a licencious Soldiery 
are ufually addidled ; but thefe are TriD'es to 
what the French Dragoons commit, when quartered 
upon the poor Country- People : They rob them of 
all they have, pradtiiing a thoufand Villanies, to 
which the Janizaries are wholly Strangers ; Adul- 
teries pais ibr Gallantry with them, and Rapes are 
counted bnt the ExceiTes of an immoderate Paffion ; 
the Husband muft ftand quiettly, whilll his Wife i« 
in the Arms of a domineering He3or ; the Father 
muft behold his Daughter defloured, without difco- 

vering 
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vcring fhe leaft Regret. Thefe are the Methods by 
which' this People are mortified, and they feem to be 
ilupid under their Calamit es, net having Courage 
enough left to meditate a Redrefs, unlefs it be by be- 
coming Soldiers themfelves ; for, of fuch as thefe, is 
the Infantry of Trance compofcd. Hence, it is not 
to be admired, that they are elleemed the feebleil, 
bafeft, and moft defpicable Soldiers of any in Europe ; 
fince, not the Purfuit of Honour, nor Love to their 
Country, induces them to take up Arms, but De- 
fpair of living otherwife, being reduced to the mod 
rigorous Extremities on this fide Famine. 

Live thou in the Honour with which God and our 
E»iperor have invelled thee, and conferve thy Virtue 
which will raife thee yet hither. Forget not to 
have Mahmut fometimes in thy Thoughts, who 
loves thee with a true Heart, and ferves thee with 
Alacrity.

THE French KLings fleer their Courfe by other 
Maxims of Policy, than thofe which are pra- 
£liled at the Sublime Port, It feems they are not 
appijehenfive of any ambitious Deiigns in the Princes 
of the Blood ; fince they not only allow them Liberty ^ 
but alfo load them with Honours. 

Thou haft formerly heard me fpcak of Henry the 
IVth, this King's Grandfather, and of the palfionate 
Love he bore to Ladies, Among the reft of his 

MiftrefTes, 
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MiftrefTes, none poffefs'd a larger Share of his Af- 
fedlions, than the Dutchefs of Beaufort ; by her he 
had two Sons, the eldeA is called Alexander, the 
ether Cafar. They are both now living, and en- 
joy great Preferments; the Firft, being made Grand 
Prior of the French Knights of Malta, which is a 
Dignity next to that of Mafier of the Order, who 
commands the whole IJland. It is obfervable, that 
this Alexander, during his Father's Life-time, had 
attained no higher than to be made a Knight ; but, 
as fbon as his Brother Lewis Xllf. came to the 
Crtnvn, he procured him the Honour he now ^ has. 
The iecond Brother al(b is made Govemour of 
Bretaigne, and married to the Duke of Mercceur^s 
Daughter. By which Means, he is become one 
of the richeft Peers in France. King Henry had alfo 
two other Sons, one of his own Name, whom he 
got on the Marchtonefs of Verne^ille ; he is now a 
Biflxip and Abbot, which are • confiderable Dignities 
in the Church, The other Son they call Antoine, 
whole Mother was the Countefs of Morret, He alfo 
is invefted with the like Ecclefiafiical Honours as 
his Brother Henry, Thefe four Brothers, though by 
the French efteem'd as Baftards (^becaufe born of the 
King's Concubines) are nevcrthelefs entrufted with 
the Offices and Preferments already mentioned, 
without any Jealoufy that they will be guilty of 
finifter Pradices to embroil the State ^ or gain the 
CrtFwn, And, if I may fpeak freely, there feems to 
be more of Humanity and Juftice in this Courfe, 
than in that cruel Cuftom of our Sultans, who no 
fooner afcend the Throne, but all their Brethren 
are immediately facriiiced to their Sufpicion and 
the Ends of ^/^/^; or, if they chance to efcape the 
Bow-firings are detain'd their whole Life-time in a 
clpfe Jmprifonment, which is worfe than Death. 
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Lewis XIIl has alfo left another Brother behind 
bim, bom of the fame Mother as himfelf. They 
call kim» the Duie of Orleans ; a Man of a daring 
Spirit, and great Refolation. He was but newly 
come to tEe Ourt^ having been banifhed for fbme 
Enterprizes againft his Brother. 

It was the Opinion of the French, that this Prina 
would have a Share in the Regency ; but Le<wis 
would by no Means confent to it, to the Preiudice 
•f his Qoeen, whom he left entirely polTers'd of 
the So^'eretgM Power, 'till the young King comes of 
Age. However, as yet (he holds a Teeming Cor- 
refpondence with the Duke of Orleans, and the 
Prince of C»nde ; by whofe Mediations, feveral 
Gransfees, who were Priibnere of State, arc now 
releafed, and make their Appearance at the 
Ourt, 

Frem h^nce thou mayeft gather, that Things are 
BOt managed here with fach Rigour and Severity» 
as at Confiantinople, where the Commands of our 
invincible Emferors are impetuous, and Execution 
fwift. 

There is a Biihop to whom the Situen Regent feems 
to be inclin*d. He has the Character of a very good 
Man, but they fay, he is too fimply honeft lor a 
Courtier, and that Cardinal Maxarini W\\\ overreach 
him. However, that Prelate has the ^een^s Ear at 
prefent, and his Creatures extol him for a Man of 
great Abilities 'Tis faid, the ^een has Writ to 
the Pope, defiring a Cardinal Hat for him : And 
fome whUper, that he will be made the Prime Mi- 
fiifier, in the Room of Mazarini. To fpeak my 
Sentiment, I wiih he were; for there feeis not fo 
much Reafon to apprehend from his Counfels any 
notable Defign againft the Ottoman Port, as from 
thofe of the Cardinal, whom I look* upon as a 
Second Richlieu, Here are feveral Interefts on 
Foot; the whole Court is divided into Fa^i- 
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ons, iftriving to andermine and fupplant each 
.other. 

It is not here as in 7urkty^ where the greateft 
BajgiC% are but the ^uItniC% Slaves. The Princes of 
Trance are equal to ibme Sovereign Kings ; and upon 
the leaft Grudge, will ralfe Armies, and give the 
King Battel, if he does not come to their Terms, 
and. make a fatisfadory Compofuion. Neither dares 
the King put any of them to Death, for fear of the 
People, who generally take their Part, being greedy 
of Ntfvelties, and prone to rebel. 

Wouldft thou know, by what Means the Nobility 
of France arrived to fuch a dangerous Power ? I tell 
thee, in a word, the Kings themfelves have put a 
Sword into their Hands, which they fpare not to 
draw, when their Ambition or Difcontent prompts 
them to it. They are freed from all Tribute and 
Homage ; have the Command •f whole Provinces 
committed to them, in which are great Numbers of 
walled Towns, Forts and Caftles. Thefe . great 
Charges, procure thent the Meem and Veneration 
of the People living under their Government; who 
honour them as Kings, and readily take up Arms in 
their Vindication. 

The ^een Regent is fearful, left they fhould take 
• Advantage of her Son's Minority ; and under Pre- 
tence of reforming the State, or ferving the King's 
Intereft, they fkould involve the Kingdom in Civil 
Wars, She keeps a llridt Watch over the Duh 
Bi Orleans, and obferves the Prince of Conde^i 
Motions : Her Guards are doubled, and fhe negledls 
nothing that may aiTure the Intereils of the 
Crovm. 

Thou, who ftandeft by the Silent Fountaist^ 
and art near the Perfon of the Grand Signior^ 
think of fJoing Mahmut fome good Office, who' 
k>vea coroiaily, ferves faithfully, and prays fer- 
vently for the Health and long Life of oar 

gloriws 
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glorious Sultan, and wifhes thee thy Fill of Hap- 

pinefs.

L E T T E R XXV. 
To the Captain Bafla. 

HE R E arc arrived feveral Hundreds of Slaves; 
who have manumitted themfelves by a bold 
Adventure;, an Exploit, which to give them their 
due, has ibmething in it of Bravery. The Place of 
their Capfivity, was Alexandria ; thou knoweft the 
Circumftances of that Ha'ven: What Hazards will 
not the Defire of Liberty put Men upon ? There 
were feveral Thoufands of Franks in the City, 
whom the Reftraint and Rigors of Servitude had 
made weary of their Lives. Among the' reft, a 
Native of Brabant^ who having been bred up in 
the Art of diftilling Strong Waters, his Patron hi- 
ved him a Shop, furnifhing him with all Materials 
and Neceflaries to profccute his Calling, in hopes of 
very profitable Returns. To this Man's Shop there 
was a great Refort of all the Franks in the City, by 
which Means he improved his Trade, and thriv'd 
mightily. He was a bold Fellow, and took a par- 
ticular Pride in great Attempts ; and though he 
might have lived very happily, and enriched him- 
felf by his own Occupation, yet he had another 
Sort of Chymiftry to pradliie ; being refolved to 
draw his Fellow Slaves, (who were now become 
his Cuftomer^) off from the Lees of Defpair, and 
elevate them to a Refolution of feeking their Free- 
adum. He often harangued them on this Subject, and 

a 
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a ftridt Intelligence was held between all the Euro^ 
pean Slaves in that City. At length, it was agreed 
• amongft them, to feize a certain Vcflel, that lay in 
the Harboar, and commit themfelves to the Winds 
and Waves. This was carried on with fo mucli Se- 
crecy, and ib dexterous a Condu6l« that unfufpedtedft 
above two Thoufand of them got aboard, and put 
out to Sea. The Wind favouring them, they 
firft arrived at Candia, where they landed fome 
Hundreds of their Crew ; after this, they touch'd 
at MaltOy where they difpofed of others ; then, at 
U*verno in Italy, and laftly came fafe to Marfeilles^ 
where the Remainder came aOiore. Thefe are Na- 
tives of France^ England^ Brabant^ and Holland^ 
with two Spanifi? Priefis, 

The Inhabitants ' of Faris are very charitable tt) 
them, efpecially the Merchants, who traffickin the 
Lerjanty of which there are great Numbers in this 
City. The C/ipr^' alfo have made a Colledion for 
them; and, tis. faid, the ^^^»- Regent has ordered 
her' Almoner to diilribute there thoufand Crowns 
among them. 

They inveigh bitterly againft the Muffulmans^ 
curling our holy Prophet y and thanking their good 
Stars, for thus fortunately redeeming them from an 
infupportahle Slavery. I cannot lee wherein they 
merit Blame in all this it being natural for all 
Men to covet Liberty ; and to rejoyce when they 
have efcaped any Misfortune. I proteil, I cannot 
be angry with them in my Heart for any Thing 
but the Bkfphemies. they vomit againft the Mef 
finger of God, The reil are Adlions as natural 
as to eat and drink. Setf-Prefirwation being conv- 
mon to all Animals, there feems as much Reafon 
to condemn a Bird that chirps and triumphs 
when (he feels her felf upon the Wing, ranging the 
balmy Air, being newly releafcd from the Gage, 
^s to find Faults with thefe Fellows, for rejoicing that 
• they 
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they have efcaped the Confinement and Hardfiiips of 
Capti'uity. 

However, it was an unpardonable Negled^of the 
Guards who belong to that City, to fuiFer thele In* 
fitls thus to give them the Slip. So culpable a 
Remifsnefs, may coft feme of them their Heads. 

The Great GoJf whcfe Power is manifefted in the 
Oaan as well as on the tlry Land, fumifh thee with 
as favourable Winds as thefe Fugttwes had, when 
thou iaileft to execute the Orders of the Grand 
Signiar.

It is necdlefs for nae 
to defcribe the magnificent Entertainment ; rhoii 
may'd conclude, all things were performed 'with 
great Coil and Majcfty. They banquetted with 
Wine to Excefs ;' infomuch, as the Duke of Orleans ^

Wondering 
what ihould b; the Meaning of it» he enquired 
of the Duke's Page, that ftood not far off who 
told him, His Mafier 'was overcome (with Wine^ The 
Lord not thinking it convenient to leave a . Prime 
of the Blood in fuch a Place at that Time of the 
Night, caufed .his Servants to take him up and car- 
ry him to his own Lodgings, who, fpr the greater 
Conveniency, left his Cloak behind upon the 
Couch. As foon as they were gone, the Duke's , 
Page puts on the C'oak, and being a!(b tired with 
watching, laid himfell down to flcep. The Duke 
not long after awakes, and . call'd for his Page, not 
knowing where he was. The Servants of the 
Trench Lord immediately ran to the Page, but 
found him dead- upon the Couch, being flabb'd 
through the Heart.

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Ctock in the Morning, an unknown Perfon was ieen 
by the Centinels to be let into Cardinal Mazarini*s 
Apartment. The Bufine^ is huib*d up ; yet People 
fpare not to whiiper, that the Cadinai was privy 
to the Murder; adding, that the Blow was given 
by Miilake, the Page^ being fuppos'd to be the 
Buke, as he lay wrapt up in that remarkable Cloak. 
It is common in thefe Infidel Countries, for great 
Men to hire Ruffians to execute their Revenge. And 
thefe Fellows are as prompt and dextrous at a prl-. 
vate Murder, as our Mutes are to execute the Plea- 
fure of the Grand Signior, when he commands them 
to ftranffle any^ ofl^nding Baja, But they will 
have hadf the Price of their ViHany before hand, 
and the Refidue when *tis accompli&ied..

One of the Grandees of France ^ (whom they call 
the Duke of Beaufort) takes ince^^t Pains to find 
out the Aathor of this Murder. He is a mortal 
Enemy of Cardinal Mdxarini, and would give half 
the Revenue of his Dukedom, could he remove 
him out of the Kingdom.

TH O I) haft feen many in the Arms ef Death, 
wreftUng with the grim Monarch of Shadows^ 
who by the.Pxivil^e of an excellent ConftitutieBy 
have difengaged. themfelves. from his Clutches, and 
ftood at opin^ Defiance with him . for ibme "^^axt 
afterwards. But I queftion Whether thoa haft ever 
known any, whom that Gdnqucror has^oiic* laid in 
the Diift» that recovered ^ain. 
• In a Village about half a League from this City, 
there died a Man (or at leaft he feemed to die) 
about a Week ago. He . was ftretchVl forth into 
the Pofturr £tteft for his Coffin^ .by the fjbods of 
two old Women. His Relatidns' and . Flieiids 
flockM aboat the! Body » to' piay for his^SonJ, as is 
thftCuftom ofnke Ckrifiians,, TheHoafe wasfiird 
with Tears, and SigBs, and a moomful Cload £ct on 
every Brow. He lay thus for . the Space of thirty 
£ve Hoars, dead in the Suppdition of all his 
Family. When, the Watchen, : who fat- by, wcitf 
fttddenly jiftoniihcd toihear him- iheeze 1 they vkd 
away zt'fix&, ..as People aftrighted.at ibme ghaillyi 
Vifion, and alarmed the whole .Neighbourhood witk; 
the News/ PJb^idtu were fent for, who.caufing;^ 
Kim to be laid in a warm Bed, and ufing proper 
Applications, he. recovered his Sen6s» ard by/De^ 
*< . grees 
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grecs his Speech : They arc in Hopes to reftorc him 
to perfed Health again. He relates to his Vifitants 
many ilrange Things chat he has feen and i^eard du- 
ring the thirty dvp Hours, that he was thought 
to be dead. He fays, he has been before the 
throne of Gtdy and has feen all the Orders of Angels \ 
that he was commanded to return back again to 
his Body, to warn .Men of the approaching Day of 
Judgment, He preaches Repentance' and good 
Works to all that come. near him. Hence it is, tha( 
the devouter Sort of People refort to his Houfc in, 
Pilgrimage, cftceming him a Saint, They iay, he 
has anticipated the general ReJurreSlion : To give a 
frefh Proof of it to this unbelieving Age, and to 
evince that it will come to pafs before he (hall quit 
his Body, he prophefies the Converfion of the Jtivs 
te be near at Hand, and, that the Mujfulmam (hall 
embrace the Chrijiian Faith. 

\ Such as are. fond of Novelties and fuperftitioufly 
inclined, believe what he fays to be as true as the 
Jlc9rani but the I^tfr/r^^ impute it all to the Fumes 
of Melancholy, to which he was always naturally 
prone. For my Parr^ who believe that Mahomet ^ 
the Mejfenger of Qod, was the laf^, and Seal of all 
the Proplets, I lock for none after him ; nor am I 
credulous of evejy one, wha pretends to a divino 
Comm'dlon. Yet, when I am in Company with fuch 
as are this Man's Admirers, I talk as they do, 4ln<f 
ieem what I am not, that I may the better acquit' 
my felf what I realy am. ^efides, it is not Pru-. 
dence to provoke the Fury of Bigots, by oppofing 
their Sentiments. 

They . relate a Story, of a Man who died in this 
City tome Hundreds of Years ago ; and *tis upon 
Record, That this Perfon during his Idfe-timc 
was cl^eemed a njery holy Man, but after his Death, 
X >vhile they were performing his funeral Obfequies, 
and carrying the Body round the Church in'PrceeJ^ 

Jion, 
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fin, he liiddcniy Parted up fxom the Bier on which 
he was carriedj pronouncing ihefe Words with 
an audible Voice^ 1 mm arraigned befitre the yu^ment 
Seat of God. All that heard him fpeak, were afto- 
luflied at fo furprizing an Event, and the Priefts 
who fang the Hjmn 3 Reft to his ^7, for a while 
defifted. But again, going on with their Procef- 
iion and Hymns, he arofe the fecond Time, and 
(aid aloud, / am tried at God*/ TrihunaL This put • 
another Stop to the Solemnity, till after ibme l)e- 
liberations, they refolved to proceed a third Time, 
when he flatted up again, and faid, / am condem* 
ned by the Juft Sentence of God. Thb put a final 
Stop to the funeral Ceremonies. They would no 
longer chant a Jtejt t6 the Sotd of him, whofe 
dead Body arofe, and pronounced him Damned. 
Neither would they bury his Body in Confecrated 
Ground, whofe Bwl they knew was lodgM in HelU 
by a Voice .from the D^. There is an Order of 
Dernfijes, .called Carthufians^ who, they iky, are a 
ftanding Monummt df the Troth of diis Relation. 
For one Bruno^ being pouched with Compunction 
at lb tremendous an Accident, immediately for* 
Ibok the Society of Men, and led a contemplative 
life in exquiiitc Silence, Abftinence, Fafting, and 
Prayb", enjoyning aU his Followers to do the like : 
Who are now ipread into moft Parts of Cbriften* 
dim^ having magnificent Monaftertes, great hn- 
munitiei, and are eileemed the firi&efi Order of the 
Roman Church, They are fervcd in the Markets be- 
fore the Xing himfelf. If any Der*vife of another 
Order defires to come into this, he may ; but from 
this there is no Return. They dig a part of their 
own Grave tvtry Day, having every one a Cell 
and a Garden to himfelfl They converie with one 
another but once a Week. And if when they are 
Ivalking into the CJoyfters of their Monafiety they 
happen to ipy a Stranger, they feud away into their 

Cells, 
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Cells, as Conies into their Holes, at the Sight of a 
Dog. They .nefer Mc ^f Flefh^ anrd ai;^obliged to 
pray eight Hours in four and twenty. 

This Order Jias , afForded . eminent Scholars .ftndl^ 
Sktefinen; but now tis like to have M^ o^^anothvi!^ 
Character for its Profelytes ; lor, fince the Refur- 
redtion of this mw Prophet^ I mentioned in the be- 
giiuung of my Letter, the Babble are all turning 
QarthufioHx. 

Thoa who art acquainted with the Nature of. 
Scflacki and Trances^ wilt know what to Judge of 
this Man*8 Raptures. The great C«/^/i« could fall 
into them when he plea&d » and I have heard of a 
learned Mahometan Dervife in the Indies^ that had 
the Art of withdrawing his Soul fiom the Body, at 
which Times he beheld dimjim and ^eUfiial Things, 
not ^y Way of dnmnfUaiQu^ but rcftl JntuUivu. 
We muH adcnowiedee tl^fb to be the Favoiitites of 
HiO^eut Friends of S^iture^ And prhry to tha Secrets 
of both Worlds^ 

I dofire thee to write me feme News of my 
Friends ; for, I can hear nothing from them : Which 
makes me jthink my ftlf amon^the Pcad> and quite 
fqrgotten.

LETTER IV. 

io Willum Vofpcl, a Cbripan Reclufi 

oj Auftria. 
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ChriJIian as well as thou, and yet I cannot 
a Reafon to live afcer thy Manner. Not 
reprehend thy Choice, but I confult my 
own Hanpinefs. I could willingly embrace a Afa- 
na/iick Life, were it not for the Fo^ of Obedienct. 
Tiiofe of Chafliiy and Povertj are^ not fo frightfuL 
But, to be abfolutely refigned to the Will of a Supe^ 
rior (who may be a thoufand Times more vicious 
than my felf) is far more irkfome, than to be a 
Slave in ^urkiy,. There a Man may pave himfelf a 
Way to many Enjoyments in^hcmidft of Captivity, 
and fwect(^n his worft Cortdftioh * witlr the Hopes of 
Freedom one Time or other : . But here I muft be 
condemned to an everlafting Servitude, and fuch 
an one, as rendcrj it a Crime io much as to think 
of Pleafure, or dream of a Releaie. I moft be 
ever confined, to obey one that perhaps is not Ma- 
iler of himfelf ; tQ humour alfhis Caprices ; to give 
the tye to that Senfe and Reafbo,' with which God 
and Nature have endued me: To make Black 
and White, Good and Evil, reciprocal Terms ; 
though t^try one knows, they are perfe£t Contra- 
didlions. In fine, I muft refolve in all Things (not 
excepting my very Thoughts) to be conduced by 
him, who, for ought I know, follows no other 
Guide but his own irregular Paflions, What will 
then become of me, after fuch an unreafonable 
Potfeiture of my native Liberty ? 1 will tell thee 
xa one Word; from a rational Creature, I (hall 
be changed to a Brute ; from a Man to a Sot i 
and, having sow feme Sparks of Virtue, I 

ihaU 
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.(hall then be made the;Re]idezvou2e of all Vice. 
Think not, that I go about to make thee liate 
the Manner of Life thou haft chofen: TJioogh I 
.efteem thee xniferable, do not judge fo of thy ielf. 
Thou niayeft find a great deal of Pleafure in that Re- 
ft raint, which to me would be the moft infupportable 
Calamity in the, World ; and it may be as eafy for 
. tkee to fubmit to the Will of another, as 'tis hard for 
me to comply with my own. I am of ib wavering 
.a Conftitution, that 1 cannot without great DifEculty 
pleafe my ^If, much kfs could I be able to humour 
the Extravagahcies of a Scul, different from mine. 
I have obferved, that fliould I follow the Motions of 
.my own proper Inclination at a!I Times, I ihould do 
many Things whereof I might afterwards repent : 
, Why may not the Cafe be the fame, or worfe, if I 
blindly obey the Will of a Stranger ? Am I furc that 
he is a good Man ? Or, if he befo to Day, how do I 
. know but that he may be otherwife to Morrow ? Nay, 
what Security can be given me, that if he be a Saint 
this Hour, he will not be a De^vil the next ; fince the 
. Temper of Man varies as often, and fufters as many 
Akerations as the Elements do, out cf which he 
i. compounded? Where then can be the Reafon, of 
giving my felf wholly up to, any Man'i. Difpofal all 
my Life time ? h it not fufficient to obey the Sovereign * 
P rt late ^ [who commands the whole Churchy yet impo- 
fes notjKfi Div^ates of his own Will as a Law, but go* 
verxis all Chrijiians according to the ancient TraJiti- 
snsy /acred Canons, and Decrees of the 'j^poJlJes, Fa 
thers ind Councils ? Whereas, thofe who prefide over 
-the Consents of the Religious^ many Times rule arbi- 
.tiarily, commanding their Subjects to do thofe Thing?, 
'which are diametrically oppvJite to the very fundaiFiCn- 
tal Rules of Chiiftianity^ and contrary to the La^JJ of 
'^J^aturi.

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The morel think on*t, the greater is my Averfion 
' fot this private blind Obedience*. 

Tfaott wik fay, that a ngular Lift is the Way tb 
Perfe^liott. I grant it ; bdt cannot a Man lead a 
regular Li/e, ahlefs he be imnaured in a Cowvent ? 
Or be ftrfea^ if his Mind be not fquared to the 
'Retirements of a Chyfter f I wiil tell thee my Sen- 
timents freely, and ivithout a Made T^^e Natufle 
of every Thing is its PerfefHpn ; there are fjcf- 
fcft Sinners as well as perfeft Saints. Thos we 
hy, fuch an one is a perfect Drunkard, Fornicator 
Cheat, Tyrant, or the like. I ask thee, Whether 
this Sort of Perfeftion may not be (I wifh I could 
fay, is not too often adually) (band within the 
Walls of a religious Bou/e' /* Cto the other Hand, 
i§oil thou think it impoffible to find the Perfection 
of Virtue, in the mixM life of the World ? fie 
not a C^icky -nor condemn Tilings whereof thou 
YoSl made no Experiment. Remember, how ma- 
ny Kings and Queens, Princes and Nobles have 
been canohi%ed for Saints, who in the midft of io 
many Splendors kept their Eyes undazzled. Whofe 
Ears never let in the Blandifhment of Flatterers, 
nor the malicious Whitpers of the envious.

A Trench "Merchant, lately come from IJ^an^ 
brings Intelligence, tlmt the Chan of the Vf-- 
hdck Tartars is arrived at that City, to crave Aid of 
tlie prefent Sophi of Pe*Jia, againft his rebelltoas 
Children, who have depofed him, and bereaVed 
him of one of his Eyes. The Sophi has given him a 
Royal Reception, going himfclf in Perfon above a 
League out of the City to meet him, accompanied 
with all his Nobh. This Gentleman came away 
before the Tartarian Prince had fucceeded in his 
Defign. But, it was generally fuppofed, that Cha 
jfffhas would aflift him with a confiderable Army of 
Horfe and Foot, as alfo with Money t9 carry on the 
War. 

This 
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. This King is not thirteen Years of Age, yet takes 
upon himfelf the Management of publick Affairs. He 
is addided to drinking of Wine, a great Lover of Mu- 
fick and Women. Of a noble Inclination, yet fome- 
whac too paflionate. He commanded the Belly of one 
of his Pages to be ripp*d up, for breaking a Cryflal 
Bafon which he much admir*d. Yet afterwards, re-, 
penting of what he had done, he caoied him to be ho- 
nourably buried, and a (lately Tomb to be eredled over 
him. He alfo enquired out fuch of his Kindred as 
were livings to whom he gave large Peniions. 

There has been little of Adion in thefe Parts, iince 
the figna! Defeat that was given to the Frencb by the 
Forces of yohn de fferty and General Mercy, Four 
French Mare/cbals were taken Prifoners, with all the 
chief Officers, fix thoufand Soldiers, befides^ their Am- 
munition and Baggage. 

In this Adlion, *tis faid, the ^pan^ Horfe behaved

Before this Battel began, 'tis faid, there Were feen 
Two Armies of Birds fighting in the Air; which eo» 
gaged fo furioufly, that the Ground was covered with 
their dead Bodies. And, that Morning, when one of 
the Ftfnch Mire/chals was going out of his Tent, with 
z Piibol in his Hand, in order to try it, the Barrel fplit 
and lore his Hand in Pieces. Thefe are now looked 
upon as Prodigies, and ominous Signs of the Lofs they 
afterwards fullaincd : But, had the Vidlory been oa 
their Side, no B^dy would have taken Notice of 
them. 
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The God that gives Viflory when, and to whom 
he pieafes, grant that the Ottoman Arms may be 
ever faccefsful againft the Infidels.

the more wholefome Airs of ^4. I talk fo familiar* 
ly With them in their Marine Dialect, that they (cru- 
ise not to take me for a Tarpaulin, and therefore en- 
tertain me, without Referve, as one of their Grew.

irV tU Rcis Effcndi, Principal Sicntatf 
of th^ Ottoman Entfire. 

IT is not unknown at the Divan, hew the Princes 
of Itafy have worrkd one another thefe two 
Years. "I difpaftch'd long ago fowc Memoirs of the 
^cads between the Bar6arim'3 and the DukecfParm- 
-ma. The Pnpe irpholds the foymer, making the 
•Qaairei his own, in Defence of the Ecclefiaftick 
Statt : The Venetians, the Grand Duke of I'ufcany, 
the Duh of M»dena, with the French King, intereft* 
themfdves in the Caufe of the latter, tie is s 
Pfinee ef an a6live Spirit, and darts up -and down 
like Lightning through the Pope*i Territories. If 
he has loft Ca/ro, Monfalso, and other Places of 
•Strength in this War, it is but by Way «f Ex- 
change; having poiTeiied himfelf of as coniiderable 
Holds belonging to his Enemies. Yet the Barha- 
rinPs Iheltcring themfclves under tbe Protcftion of 
Pofe Vrhan, lecm to triumph, and promife them- 
"fcires an entire VJfloiy, ufing the Artifices of Su- 
perftition, to weaken the IJ^/b's Citdit. And be- 
-caufe fbm^ of his VeiTeb (whidi carried above » 
tiioufand S'oldifers) were call away, they would 
perfuade the credulous World, that Heaven fights 
againft him. They likewife had defigned to build 
^ Fort and a Bridge over the River Po, to open a 
Way to themfelves into the Confederates Country,, 
'and to fhut it up to All Invaders of their own ; but 
were prevented by the Venetians, who fent ten 
theuiand Men to ftop the fiuilding of the Bridge, 
or to demolifti it, if built. 

In the mean while the Confederates, though they 
'feemed to cfpoufe the Duh"% Quarrel, yet trifled. 

with 
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with htm procrading their AMance, and difpir- 
tiiig about PunMiUo^% i every one reftrainiiig the Con- 
ditions of their Fnendihip, within the I^its that 
%vouId beft fqqare. with the Intereft of their own 
State. They had all Annies on Foot^ but cooldnoc 
agree how. to difpofe of them. The Venetimu de* 
manded fuch a Poit, as might be moft advantagi* 
ous to that RefubJici* The Dakeof ?i^A»f would 
have the main Body of their Forces lb qiiartered, 
as to cover his Dominions. Tims each Party par* 
fued their own Claim, while their Enemies gained 
T ime and put . themfelves tn a Pofture» cither to 
inarch into the Tirritmts of the Carfederatis^ or 
defend the Ecckfiaftick State. 

Certainly, it is fatal to the Chrifiians^ to be thus 
divided among themfelves^ even when they have 
greateft Cauie of Union. Yet the Duke of Parma^ 
the very Soul of this Confederacy breaks through all 
their Demurs and Hefitations» impatient of fruitlefs 
Delays, rufhe^ into Ferrara^ takes hendem^ abandon* 
cd by the Garri&n; after that* La Steliata, a Place 
t)f greater Strength; bat proceeding forward, the 
Barherini^s encamped not far from Ferrara^ the better 
to obferve the Progress of the Cmfidetates^ and ^ 
put a flop to the Motions of the Duke. He and 
his Friends had twenty thouiand Men in the 
Field> to which the Venetians not long after added 
fix Thouiand more. They were in diflttitnt B(y- 
dies ; and as they quarter'd themfelves, fb the P^^ 
Forces remov*d their Camp. Several Skirmimes 
paiTed between them, but iKi great Execution 
done. 

In the mean while, the Venetians were not idle 
by Sea, having feveral Barks and GaHies full of arm*d 
Men, coafting along the Pofe*s Territories. They 
fMt five Forts on the Shove; and, piercing far- 
ther into the Country, made themfelves Maflers 
of Afiane, a great Town» and fackcd Code^jen^ 

putting 
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pntdug all to tlie Sw«nl> and hying the Place In 
Afhes. 

On the other Side» the BarttHnTs ftmd on SfUm* 
hrtWy VigBt'uoia^ and fome other weakly soarded 
Towns on the Fromiers of Modena, and killed two 
hundred of the CtnfidifaUs^ who had invefled Cn- 
tvakmre. Cardinal Atttomo^ on the Fop€*% Side, has 
the Management of the War ; a Man of an afpiring 
Qimmsy ai2l veiy faiytle. He, perceiving the Duke 
of l^ttfcany incenfed at die IatoLo(s, had taken the 
Field, with a confiderable Axmy, fends fix thoufand 
Men to oppofe him, hut they were raw and undif- 
ciplin'd Soldiers, and could not hinder the Duki% , 
Forces from ieizing an important P^s, and reducing 
the City of Fieve^ Mmtekim^ Ct^iUano del Laga 
and Paffimant. 

While the ^s of War were thus bofied in the 
Field, the Jgenis of Ptace were not wanting on 
all Sides, to accommodate the DiSercnces that 
threatned all Italy with fatal Confeouences. But, 
they did no mor« than amufe one another with Am- 
bigaities. Subterfuges, and Eyafions ; while the 
MarierinPi fought to ffdn Time, and draw the King 
of ^in to countenance their Intereft. The Fene^ 
tiam, fenfible of this underhand Dealing, protefted 
by their Ambaflador at Madrid, that diey would 
unite with the Fnncb Crpwn, if his Catlmick Ma^ 
jefy ihottld by indirect Ways ftr^gthen the Barbt^ 
rinPs. The King, apprehenfive of fuch a League 
forbears to meddle in an Af&ir which might be fb 
injurious to SpaiH, an4 gives Inftrudlions to his Am« 
bailadors at Kami, and other Courts of Itafyy to me* 
diate a Pe»ce^ which might be advantageous to the 
Coufidfrates. 

The Treaties however came to nothing, and the 
Mediators, finding themielvei eluded, fufpended 
their Negotiations, and gave frefh Opportunity to the 
Men of Annt to play their Parts. Cardinal Jntonk 

ailaulted 
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afiptt^ted Nonmrtwk widi fbor i^ioafiaid Men» imt was 
defeated by the Venetians^ who flew feveral hundreds 
of Kis Soldki^, and took two hmidied Prifoners. Af- 
ter this the Confederates plunder'd ail the Country 
of Ferrara, jmd ioL\J^ergMo, defended by eight hun- 
dred Men la tlic Sur|9riaal <kf Baxano, they killed 
above two hundneil of the Enemy ; and, manrhing 
forward, took MoHterJoy "Serra^aUe, and odier Places ; 
while Cardinal BetrimrkiPs Forces, were cat off at 
' Burgho St. Sepakda^Oy whene the loft eight Cannon, 
if our Petards, tidth'aliandanoeef Ptovifions. 

It woald k^ 4itt /endlds Tksk, to i^eunt all tbe 
Skirmifhes and fibtcets that have fafied between them. 
I only inform thee «f the moft remarkable, that thoa 
mayeft iniert them ia the lUgifier of ^he Ottoman 
Empire, 

' To conclude this Letter, it will be worth thy Ob- 
servation, that the Pope faljing fkk,.and his Death 
feared, did «iuch conduce to put ian End to thelb 
Difierenca. For, the Barhairinfg, now being ap- 
preheniive of the A^kamage his Demh would give 
the O^njedemte PHnces, were veiy forward to em- 
'brace any Overtures of l^eaeex So that by the Dex- 
teri^ of the fT0nd? Minifters, it was at laft conduded 
and all Di&rences adjured ; the Dul^e of Formats

the Cbarck taken ofT, and ^he Ecdefiaftick State put

The Kings of France^ have gradually fo clipped their 
iniginal Authority,* that now tliey feem to l>c but the 
Shadow of Mhei? ancitfnt *Sel^s. j T^^eyJ^evcr pre- 
tend to meddle with 'Ecclefiafiical Affairs ; that was 
always out of ^h^ir Jurjidiftion.. «The Mufii of Rome 
claims this Pttrrogative as'lfis Rx^*ht. From whence 
thou may'H cbferve, how maim*d and imperfedl is 
the Royalty of Cbnjftan Kings ; who cannot punim 
their own -Subjo^ls, if C/i?^^-«fW, without the P^*s 
Permiflion. Yet thoagh thU Chtmber cannot 
tfreddie widi the Ecckfiajliih^ tfl^ '^^av« at Pri- 
vilege t»dtfpofe*(rf the R^^tvcy^ during '\^h King's 
f4inotity ; as « )evideJise in >the late -^t^n^Mother^ 
^ty 4t IMefiUhy and the prefent At^e of AuftHa, 
^ho "Were both by the PatliatoeWt ^dared Rtgenis. 
They aMbconfipm all the King*s l^ns ; neidier does 
he proclaim War without (^eit Content^ or eft'abliih

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reconciled to their laviih dftdm, of diafiging the 
Fafhion of their Cloath almcft wkh t^try Mean. 

This Vanity has been forbid in aU well-ordered 
Cdmmonfweahys. And, thou knoweft, oak Eafteru 
i'eople would as foon be ftripp*d ^ their Skins, as 
change the Faihion, which has beeit in ufe forim- 
memorable Ages. Here they have tio Diftin€lion of 
Dreis, the Noble and Vulgac, Rick and Poor, go 
all alike. You cannot difoern a Siaveiiom a Prince 
-by his Garb. i - 

Paris is cifvided into (bar Parts, Tke City^ the U^- 
'^'ifttyj the TkMT, and tAicSMburhs. It' is about three 
Leagues iii Circuit ; feated adraatageouily enough, 
but wanting- Fortificatiims. Henry Iv. had added 
ibme Strength to ' it, had he not been apprehen£ve of 
the ieditions Hqnoiir of the Inhabitants, who .in 
time imight make an ill Ufe of his Kindnefs, atad 
* fhot dioie -Oates againft him, . which .he fhould buUd 
\for their llefloce againila Foreign :£ne«iy. 

Thk 'CAur9 i% generally at St. [Germain en Lay^^okt 
'Of the King's Rx)yal Mkutfions, feated ontheTOp-of 
*« Moontatin, which commands aProfpe&'of.n large 
^nd 'beautlfal Valley. I have be^ t^re often, tbat 
I might be the better able to tpenetrateinlD4;he Con- 
dud of "Cardinal MoKurintf who is never frGBH the 
^ien Reg^rt, I have laireidjr tranfmittcd to the 
Suhlimi Port, fuch Inteliiigence as I conki 3gftin bf 
this Grem Minifterh Intngues. I will now ^rnvr- 
lain tbee with aGlynpfeof :tliis Palace^ that thereby 
thou inay^xl (confedUiFe at the Magnificence of the 
Kings of France. 

It is divided into two Parts, the Oid xnd the 
M»iv. The former was built hy CJi?ar/es L the lat- 
ter, by Henry IV. That may baaft of its Anti^lly, 
but this is fo majeiiick .s»)d coflly a Structure, as 
4rfu4Bcient]y demonilmtes, that modein ArehiuSfs 
come not far fhort of die ancient Romans, The 
Rooms are all kfty and Jarge, .ihe Roof and Ceilings

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admirably contrived and adoroed;<the wlioleconfift' 
of fo many Coortir ^at it rather looks like a Town 
' dum »he Seat' of one Family. 

But pwdoB me» illufbrious * Kaimacham^ if I idl 
thee, that none of the ELings of the Eaft can 
match this Monarch in the Gardens belpnging to 
this Palace, I &w there fuch a chahning Variety 
of delightful Objedls, as made Art ieem to furpa^ 
Nature, and even to out-do it felf. In a word, 
the CbrifiiaH Princes are very ingenious in the 
Contrivance of their ^Pleafures, and make all the Ele- 
ments contribute to their Recreations. Thoa haft 
often feen the artificial Fireworks which are exhi- 
bited at CoftfiaftHnefle at our Fefii*ualf, and on all 
Occafions of publick Joy. But, thou haft never be- 
held fuch Water-PTorh as are expoM in the Gar- 
dens of this Pialace every Day. -There, by the 
mere Force of this liquid Element, Inftruments of 
Mufici are let at Work, which tJkrd a Haimoi^ 
Httle inferior to the beft Oonforts in the Work! ; 
and which extremely adds to the Pkafure, one 
may at the fame Time behold feeming Mufoiaas 
playing on them, and keeping as exa& Time with 
their Fingers on the Keys of Organs^ Strings of 
Viok and Lutes, as if they were living Peribns. 
There you may fee dl Manner ^ mechanick 
Trades cxexiied by Statues, who do every Thing 
with a proper Action, and> are very eagur at their 
Employments, b long as the Water gives theni 
Motion ; when that ceafes, they all return to their 
primitive Inadivity. From hence yon pals to a 
&eming Sea, with Tritons moving on Ihlfimit and 
^mnding their Shell-Trumpets hcSatt Neptime^ who 
is drawn in a Chariot by four ^grtot/es. The. Story 
of Perfeus and Andremeia, is alfo a^ed to the Life 
by mere Statues. But the rooft ingenious Piece of 
Workmanihip, is, Orpheus playing on a Viol, whi^e 
(he Txtes move, and Wild. Beafts dance- round 

about 
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aboat him. This is fb coftly an Invention, that, as 
one of tht O'verfieri- ©f the Water- fV&rh toJd me, a 
String of Orpheus's Vi6l being broken, coft the late 
King Linvis thirteen hundred Crowns to repair it 
again. 

We Mahemetanst are apt to valoe our fdvet too 
high on the Score of oar Princes Grandeur. We 
boafty we flourifh, and are guilty of a thouiand 
Infalt?, tlefpiiing and poUing the reil of Mankind 
under our Sandals, as if none of the Race of Adam 
.onderftood the World but we, or had the Wit and 
Power to carve out to themfelves the fame Felici* 
ties we enjoy-^ The Mfnarchs of the Eafl^ ftyle 
themfekes. The only haffy Ones, Pojejiri of itifinsie 
Jreajures^ Kings of the World, Shadows of God^ and 
what not ! The Great Mogul, with his Omrabs and 
Rajasj pride themfelves in their Elephants : So do 
the Kings and Mandarins of China and Tunquin, The. 
So^hi of Perjta, fwells at the Sight of his immenfe 
Treafures of Gold and precious Stones ; glorying. 
That the v^ry Shoes of his Horfes, are of the moit 
exalted* Metal ; alfo the Mangers wherein they 
fc^ and the Nails where^ they are fattened to the 
Ground. The Cham of Tarta/y rejoices in the 
Multitude and Strength of his Horfes, his winged 
Chariots and Waggons, and, that when his Ar- 
nries rife and fit down, the Earth trembles with 
their Weight and Motion.

The/ look on hb declared Intentions to invade 
l^liOf only as a Cover or Cloak to kia real Dt- 
figns upon themfelves; being confirmed in their

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S'Jlpicion by the Complaints which the Sultan made 
to Soratrzff, their ReJuUnt at the Fori, when* he deli^ 
vered himfelf with an Air, that exprelTed iar deeper 
]Keientments th^n his Word^. 

Nor can the artificial Strains of Courtdie which 
are ufed toward the Refident^ blind or cancel the ap* 
parent Affront and Contempt which he received fh>iii 
the Kidmacbam ; who refufed to give him Audience 
after ibme Hoars Attendance, though at the fame 
Time Prince R^tski*% Envo/ was admitted at the' 
firft Word. 

Theie ConfiderationSy with others of the like Na« 
tnre, have fiifiiciently ahu-mVi the Venttiami fo that 
they Kifi making all the feaibnable Preparations that 
are leijuiiite to oppofe the Torrent of the Ottoman 
Fary aikl Rage, which they apprehend is to be pour-, 
ed on * them. .

^The Spani/h Grandees, ienfible of the MaUAd* 
miniftr. tiofi of the Favourite Duke, grew difgufted, 
withdrew from the CBurt^ and from their Charges, 
leavir:g the 'King almolt ddlitote of Attendants at 
home, or Cfikers abroad ; yet none duril difco- 
ver the Grounds of their Difcontent, till the Co»» 
Jtmbk of Cafiile broke the Ice on the following Oc* 
cafion. The Confiahle ve one of tlfe Prime Nobilityi 
of Spain^ deducing his Pedigree from a Race of 
Kings. Him had Oli<uarez made his mortal Enemy, 
by propof^ng a Match between a Son of his, and 
the Confiabk*h Daughter.

To fee 
fach an one made Vrefidmt of -the Indies^ and at the

He ut- 
terly refu&s the Match, divining that hh Daaghter 
ihould be Jinked to loch an Updart; he remonflrates

In fine, bong feconded by other Lords of the Cfiurf^ 
and by Letters fioi^i the German Emperor, he lb ^r 
prevailed on the* King, th.it his Eyes began to be 
open*d, and he now clearly iaw, fhat all the Difordera 
of the Government ow'd their Origin to the ill Con- 
dadt of'Oii<vatf9^ Wherefore, taking the Advice of 
his faithful Couniellors, he banifiiM him the Courts 
deprived lum :of all Authotky, confined him firll to

To Dgnct Oglou. 

IT appears by thy melancholy Letters thou haft 
'not forgot the Lois thou foVmerly fuftaineH by 
Fire, but ftill-continueft to difturb thy fclf with 
difmal Apprehenfions of {pending thy Daysinigno- 
ininious Poverty. I anT afraid thou didil fet thy 
Heart too much on thy Wealth, which makes thee 
fo uneafie under thy Misfortune. Perhaps thy Mo- 
ney was thy IVIafter, and Goii in removing it from 
thee, has made thee free, and thereby fitted thee for 
the Contemplations of the Um*uirfe. 

Never fear Want ; the fame Providence which took 
Carq of thee before thou cameft into the World, 
will never be wanting to thee now thou art in it. 
It is but a little that we need^ and it will not be 
long before it will be impoffible for us to want an^r 
Thipg, Poverty never meets the thinking and indu- 
(Irious. And a Man may iati&fie Nature^ without the , 
lead Obligation to Fortune ; who^ when ihe ieems 
n^pft angry with us, fcarce ever denies us Neceflk- 
ries. The Belly indeed is a troublefome Creditor, 
yet is quieted with a little. Seneca tells us. That 
Epicurus confined himfelf to a narrower Allowance, 
than that of the fevereft Prifons, * to the moft heinous 
Of]^nder ; and found himfelf at Eafe too in a drifler 
Diet, than any Man in the worit Condition needs to 
fear. But the Mifery of it is, we are governed in 
all things by Opinion, and every thing is to us as ^ 
we think it to be. 

The feme great Man tells us, of one Jpicius, who 
poifbn'd himfelfi 'for fear of Itarving, when he lud 
two hundred and fifty Piafters in his Coffers. 
And, another more modern Phihfopber relates. That 

M aricjj' 
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fi rich Many an Acquaintance of his, falling mad, 
fnatcht upw » Stiaw> and complained he m^lt perifh 
with Hunecr, for he &w there was no Grain in the 
<mpty Husks. 

It is (aid of the Emperor Gaiha, That he wa» 
wont to weep, when he iaw his Table better co- 
vered then ordinary. And, I have read of a cer^ 
tain Chriftian Muftis who was ib wretchedly cove- 
tous, that he would fleal privately into the great 
Mofque of Ronte^ and put out the Lamps there to 
iave Charges. 

But methinks, I hear thee murmuring me an An- 
fwer, that this was never thy Humour; and theie 
Citations make little ImprefTion on a M a, that has 
had his Houfe and Goods burnt, and narrowly efca- 
ped in iiis own Peribn. 

Shall I tell thee then, what happened lately in 
thefe Parts, which will perhaps, make thee more 
contented and thankful for thy Liie, feeing what 
was thefe poor People's Lot, might have been 
thihc? 

Cedain coniiderable Merchants coming to this 
Town, and lodging at an Inn, not far from my 
Quarters, the F&ufe being full of Guefts, they were 
forced to be tontent with an upper Room ; where, 
entertaining one another with pleafant Diicourfe, to 
pais away the Time till Supper, on a fudden the 
kitchen was all in a Flame, unfortunately increaied 
with combullible Matter lying near the Chimney. 
Some &y there was a great Quantity of Oil and 
Gunpowder (an odd Store- Houfe to lay foch Com- 
modities in.^ However, the Fire appeared fo fud- 
dmly and violently, that in a Moment all the Floor 
binder ;them was feized with it. 

Thefe Gestlemen, who were two 'Stories high, 
in a Chamber towards the Street, as foon as they ^ 
iieard the Cr^ of Fire, began to make towards their 
Tnu^n and Potmanteaos, which were lock'd up in a 
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a large Cofier» the Key of which hang at their 
Ho/li/Ps Girdle. They were fer goii^ down to 
fetch it, but the Fire had in a Kbnner confiunM 
all beneath them. Whilli they weie bufied in try^ 
ing to break open the CdSsr, and to takeDUt every 
Man his own, their Chamber became iaflantW io 
full of Smoaky as was like to chaak them. They 
could neither fave themielves by going up or down, 
the Houie bang all over in a Fkme. Moreover* 
their Neighbours feeing ^ their own Hauies in -Danger, 
were fb concerned for themfeives, that they had no 
time to pity others. So that £sw People attempted 
to fnccour thefe poor Gentlemin, who on their fide, 
endeavoured with great Pieces of Wood, to force 
a PafTage; but the Walls and Windows were top 
UroRg to give Way to their Efforts, being fecur'd 
with thibk Iron Bars, fattened to the Stones. In this 
lunemable Condition, having this inexorable Fhme, 
before their Eyes, wRich had already feiaed cm thier 
Chamber, tearing the Hair of their Heads, and 
Hamping on the Ground, they fent forth fuch dreg- 
ful Shrieks, as moved all that heard them to extream 
Compaffion. 

They threw their Gold and' Silver into the Streets 
in vain, crying lor Help; the Fire being ib increas'd, , 
that before the People coald bring laddtrs and . 
other Inftruments to break a Way into the Cham* 
ber, thefe poor Wretches miferably perifhed^ in the 
Fhmes. 

Thank GoJ thoa haft ftill thy Life and Senfef. 
Turn thefe laft the right Way, and thoa wih find 
thou hail loft nothing.

Levuis XIII. asking a Spaui/h Officer, who was a Pri- 
ibner of War, Why the Kin^ of Spain went not in 
Perfon to the Wars, as the Kings of France : He . 
artfwer'd, If the King, my Mafier, Jhould lead his mjon 
Army into the Fields the ^hik Earth nuauld tremble 
under Jbim. 

Another being afk'd ; Why the' Spani/SI^ King in his 
Style, boafted, That the Sun *was his Helmet, replyed,. 
Becaufe that Luminary never fets on all my Mafter*s 
Territories. But the Frenchman wittily retorted %^He 
tjinll neither fet nor rife on any of your Mafier's DomS" 
nions e^er long, if the Great Lewis goes on nvith his 
Conquefs. 

Indeed, to pafs from Jefi to Earneji, this Vi€bo- 
rious King continually pares away feme Pare or 
other of the Spani^ Monarchy.

^tnch Jnti^uarhs fity, that the Engh/h embraced the 
Roman Communion !for the 'Space of feVbn hundred 
Years ; and, that during fo long a Time, they ne- 
ver had any Ci'vil Wars^ but foch as were made on 
the Account of Succeflion to the Crown, Bat, that 
after they had chang'd their Farth^ they were al- 
ways reftlefs, itili hatching fome Alteration in the 
Government I know not how far thefe Obferva- 
tions are juflifiable. Men being generally partial to 
their own Caufe: But, the prefent Stirs in that 
Idand, feem to owe their Increafe, if not their 
Birth, to the Latitude which the Subjefls take in 
Matters of Conftience, Whilft every Man carves 
out to himfelf fnch a Religion as beft pleafes him ; 
Vdthout being accountable to the State, or paying 
any tribute, as is the Practice of the Ottoman Em-- 
^e : Hence it is few Men's Ambition to conform 
e the Religion of the Prince; but, every Stff en^ 
d^^'vours to perfuade both Prince and People to 
^^bfcribe to their Sentiments; and the mod por- 
tent 
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ten Party threatens all the reft with the ill Con- 
iequences of War, in Cafe their Tenets be not eda- 
blifh*d. Among all the Religions whkh divide the 
Inhabitants of that IJldnd^ there is none for which 
they have fo general an Averfion, as that whiclf 
they call the Romfln CatboHck^ though it were once 
the Eftabli/h*4 Religion of the Country. This is 
now become the publick £ye-fore ; and the reft 
of the Se^is^ though they are at immortal Diffe- 
rence with each other, yet all join Heart and Hand 
to oppofe this common Bugbear. The French fay,' 
That the Pf%nftants are like the Englijh Mafiijs^ 
two of which I remember were prefented to 
Sultsm Amurath^ by the French Ambajpsdor^ witb 
this Chara6ier of them ; That though ivben they 
fMrrelVd thiy tmll Jighi ivith each other to Deat^ 
yet Jhoulsl a Bear ke let hofe upon them^ in the micifti 
and heat of their Fury^ they- lAiould foon become Frienjls^ 
and turn the Battle upen their Saivage Enemy, Such, 
, they fay, h the Humour of the Englifi? SeSaries ; 
mid the Factious have improved .it £ far, as to fa- 
ften the Odium of the Vulg^ on the King himfelf^ 
by fttggefting. That he defigns to intr^uce th^ 
Roman Religion into, that Country ; whereas, accord- 
ing to the Relation of Travellers and knowing Men, 
he is a scealous Pratoftetnt* This is the Pretence of 
taking up Arms agjainft him : An Artifice, by which 
Rebellion is generally ufher'd in ; whilft the Defence 
of Religion is made a. Cloak for Sacrilege and Tres'- 
Jon. 

The Infidels, have found out a Way to divide. »" 
Man from, himfel^. by Metaphyfical Niceties, a 

^a«ff^^ wherein the True Believers are happily ]gno« 
rant. Th^ are a£bially in Arms againft their So-> 
vereign, yet they declare thi^. fight fer him ;■ Main* 
taining. their RibelUon by this So^ifiry^ Thai th^ 

fght i^eanft Ins Natural Pa;)^, to defend his Politic 

oilr. « if. thcx could, fepanue one fiom the ether; 

M 4 Son^^ 
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Seme thiidcing Men fay, *tis well if they do not di- 
vorce his Set!/ from his BoJj by the Help of thele 
foggling Diftindtions. 

His Ficerey in Ireland has already loft his Head, 
for no other Crime, but his Loyalty to his Mafter : 
who is blamM for giving Codent to the Execation 
of id faithftd a Minifter. Yet the Curious pretend 
to trace the Footfteps of Juftice in this Man's Defii- 
ny, iinoe he fell a Sacrifice to the fame Democratick 
PrindpUsy whereof he had formerly been a zealous 
PatK>n» having been obierved to be once a great 
Oppofer of the Royal Perogati'ue. l{ this be true, 
it feems as if Nemefis her felf had brought him to his 
Puniilunent 

Thou wilt wonder at the Prefumption of thefe 
People, in divefting the King of the Military Power 
by Sea and Land, and afTuming it themielves. £fpe- 
^ cially when thou confidereft, that this is the Effeniial 
Prerogati'Vi of Sovereignty^ without which it is but 
an Efnpty Title. • 

Our invincible Sultans are pcffeiFed of fuch an 
unccntroulable Authority as cannot be transferred to 
any StilyeS, or to all the SuhyeQs of ib vaft an Em* 
fire put together s but is only communicated at the 
Imperial Pleafure, as Rays from the Sun, whofe 
Emanations, though they are immenfe and infinite ; 
yet do they ' not in the lead diroiniOi or weaken 
chat immortal Fountain of Light, fiut the Engli/b 
have not that .Veneration for their Prince^ as is 
found in the Mujfulmans : They eileem him but 
the Trufiee of the CommoTPwealth, the Creature of 
' the Populace, haying imbib/d the Principles of Ari* 
ftotle, Cato, and other Democratick Philefophers ; who 
teach, That the Sovereign Poiver is originally in the 
Pepplfy and but tranfmitted from tbem to the Prince, 
by way of Deputation and Credence. My Letter to 
the Prince Vizir will infotm : thee what the Englijh 
Parliament is. • At ^ this Time, as I am iqfi:>rm*d, it 

confills 
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conlifts for the mol^ Part of Men of this Stamp; 
yet they do not openly prpfefs thcfe Antittionarchick 
Tenets; but> under the Masks of la^^alty^ amufe 
the credulous Multitude with %ecious Pretences, Of 
making tht King the mofi Glorious Monarch, ^d his 
Sol>je^s the happiefi: People in the World. But *tis 
thought he will rather confide in his Armsy the Ju-^ 

jftUe of his Catt/ef and the Proteffion of God^ than 
fufFer himfelf to be any l9nger ciajoli'd by their ialfc 
Rheton'ck, 

He has given the^ Battel once, wherein they fay, 
the Vidory was in an even Balance, and neither 
Side could claim it. 

The ReMs have put to Death the Etiglijh Mufti ^ 
whom they cbW iht Jrchhi/^. They liruckoffhis 
Head with an Axe, in the open Street, on the loth 
Day of ^th'e firft Moon of the Year 1 643 . 

! Before I conclude this Letter, I fhall relate to 
thee a PafTage, which happened in this King's In- 
fapcy. Worthy of Remark. In former Ages, there 
Were a Sort of Phiiofophers or Prophets in England^ 
whom, they calt'd Drui//s afid Bards. Thefe in- 
ftni^ted the People in th&^ Belief of s^ God, the Lk- 
mfrtaHtj of tSe Soi/I, and other Principles of Natu-^ 
ra/ R«Hgion. They foretold things to come;, aild 
had acquir*d> fo gre^t a Reputation, ; that the Kings 
of that Country would undertake no Affair of Mo- 

*ment, 'till they had firft confulted thefe Oracles. 

.•Tis faid, there are yet' living feme of that Prophe- 
tick Race in the Mountains of Scotland. One of 
which, a Mf^of great Sandtity and Wifdpm, bas- 
ing , a hundred and twenty Years oldr ^aoie to 
vifit tliis King's Pather; at which Time he faw this 
King, being then an Infant in his Nurfe*s Arms, 
whilll his Elder ^Brother and Heir of the Cronjun 
Itood by. The old Man, after his Compliments 
to the Father, takes the Infant Prince in his Arms, 
aod beHowf Jiis Benedidlon on it in thefe Terms^

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Hsi/, Jtoyal Babe^ Heir of two Crawmy thou /baif 
reign a long Time happily i hut /« the Eml, a Flower-^ 
dc-Lucc Jhail be thy Bane. The l^obUt that were pre* 
Tent, thinking that the Extremity of Age had be- 
reaved him of his Reafon, were ready to thruft hing^ 
away ; offering to take the Child ' from him, and 
telling him« fbat he mijiook\ fir this ivas not thf 
Heir of the Crown, but his Brothernvho food hy^ Bat 
he» with a tompoied Look and an aflfured Carriage^ 
made Anfwer, ^a/ tohat be fpokeivas Truth; ad- 
ding withal. That the Elder Bmther JhoM die before 
bis Father ; and that this fitould live to inherit thi 
Kingdoms of Scotland ani England. The Event haa 
made good fome Part of his rropbeey i for his eldes 
Brother died at twelve Years of Age, and he at thk^ 
Day peiTeffes thofe two Kingdoms f but how dse 
Flower-de-luce Jhall be his Bane, Time m«ft evince. 
It is thought^ That by it is meant the French King i. 
becaufe that is the A-ms of the Royal Bkodc^ France. 
It i» hard to determine of future Events^ yet there 
are fbme, who obferving the Infiuence whkh diis 
Court has had on the E^Hfi Commotions^ and how 
hf Cardinal RichHeu had^ongaged King Lenjois XIII.. 
in Revenging the Afironts which were given to his 
t>ifter the ^en of England by diat inhofpitabl^ 
Nation, make no Difficulty of Interpreting this 
Prophecy i but conclude. That the unfortunate King 
of England will at length &n a ViSisn to the Fr^ 
RefentTnentSf though his own Subfe^ be inftrumental 
to his Rain. 

I will continue my Intelligence of ih^Engli/t A& 
fairs as I receive them. In the mean while, i |»ray 
the Great God to proted the Mifulman Entire Iroia 
StiRtioH and Treafon^ and keep the SiijeSs of Stdtaiio 
Ibrahim in their due Qbedieiui.

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Such anther was Sardanapalusj one of the Stic- 
ceflbrs of Mjtvi ill that Af(7)/Arri^, and in the Cor- 
ruption of ^ His' Manners'. An eliminate Priftce, a 
Slave to his Lufts, and not worthy of an Imperial 
Crown. V It was not ^to his Virtue or Courage that 
Nintveh was obliged, for fuftaining a Siege of eight 
end twenty Moons^ ' but to the impregnable 
Strength ol her own Walls. Foi*, fo ibon as he waa 
told» That the Oracle was fulfiird, and that the River 
Muphratei was join*d in League with his Bjaeinics, 
and had by an unufual Flood, broke down a ccm- 
fiderabie.Part of the Walk in which he Vufted ; 
all his Bravery vani(h*d ; he (hewed be was a 
Coward, and kill'd himfelf for fear of Death. Yet 
fuch was the fdrdid Impotence of his Spirit, that 
even in this Way he durft not die alone» but ta-^ 
king his Concubines and neareft Attendants, with 
all his Gold and Jowels, he forced them to accom- 
pany him into the Holk)w of a Funeral Pile, which 
he filed .with his own Hands, and burnt his Ser- 
vants with himfelf. l~ do not efteem it an'Eifed^ of 
Courage^to make Death a Sanduary from the ine* 
vitable Mifiries jxf a hated liie. But, to be either 
willing to die, in the Height of Human Enjoy, 
mentt, or to be rtflbhred to live and outbrave thefe 
very Calamities, which would tempt any Man to 
die, is the peculiar Mark Of an Heroick Refolu- 

tioii. 

However, thus died Sardanapahts, having d^fired 
that a Mtimmint might be^ere^ted to his Memory, 
with XJm Infcription ; 

SARDANAPALUS LITD MUCH IN A tmiE 
'TlMEy ' HATING ALWATS GRATIFIED HIS 
SENSES; HE BUILT im) CITIES, ANCHI- 
ALA AND TARSUS, IN ONE DAT; FER^' 
lORMED THE TASK OF MANT TEARS, IN

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. FO^R . ' JND rWERir HOUPS^ JDFISES 
7HEE, READER, TO IMHME HIS EX- 
AMPLE ; E4T, DRIN/C, AND ENJOT THT

Thcfe were but Pigmies in Atheifm^ in Compa- 
nion of others, Dionyfim^ the Sicilian Monarchy* 
was a Giant in Infidelity, He not only committed 
Sacriiege, but made it his Palh'me. He drolPd 
upon the Gods^ while he robb*d their Temples : 
into which he toever entered without, a Jeft^ nor' 
depaned from their Altars without a Satire. He 
put a Wkllen Garment on the Image of Jufiter Olym- 
pus^ initead of the Golden Robe with which King 
Hiera had cioath'd it ; and excus'd the Sacrilege^ 
by laying. Exchange was no R^bery, and, That he 
amjulted the Eaje and Health of the God, both for 
Sununer and Winter. He play*d the Barber to the ' 
Statue of ^fculapius^ and ihav^d off* his Golden 
Beard i faying, That fince Appollor bis Father tutfj ' 
beardlef^, it luas but good Manners for the Son to be 
fo too. When he came into, a rich Temfle in ^- 
racufa^^ and faw in the. Hands of Mars ti Sword, 
. whofe Hilt was thick fet with Diamonds, Emeralds 
and Rubies, he made a mock Obeyfance, and took 
the Sword from the extended Arm of the Imc^e^ 
faying. The God of War prefented him ivith that 
Sivord, as an Earnefi of his future ViSlories, and he 
fhould be 'very ungrateful aud impious y not io accept the 
Gift of the Deity. It was a nally Affront which 
Neto put upon the Syrian Goddefs. when he caufed 
his Excrements to be thrown in her Face. 

Thefe were Royal Alheifls^ and no Bocfy 3urfl 
oontroul their impious Pranks. The Ubertines now 
a-days are more modefl and politick. They dare 
not violet Temples, ncr prophane the Altars of 
the Cbriftiam openly, but fecretly they undermine 
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iXL RsSgtM^ and difpate Fettle out of their 
Faith. 

Some of theie Jibeifis mamtain the WorU to be 
eternal. Others hold, that it came by a fbrtuitoos 
Concourfe of Atoms s which after an eternal Dance 
in an infinite Space, at laft jumbled together into that^ 
exqoifite Order we now behold and contemplate. 
They pr6fe(s theihfelves Di/cipks of Epicurus^ yet

A jolly Crew, 
who number their Days by Debaucherks^ and reck- 
on that Hour mifpent, wherein they have not drawn 
fi>nie line of Voluptuoufneii^ * And, as if they had 
Gonfecrated themfelves to Bacbcus and Venus, Women 
and Wine divide the mod important Anions of thek 
whole Lives. 

They > are prefeiTed Enemies to the 2>i72!7rf«f of the 
'ReufrreSioUf of good and evil Sfifi/s, of the Day of 
Judgmenty of Heaven and HelL They efteem Re- 
ligion Oiily as an Invention of Politicians to reduce 
the World under fome Form of Government ; and 
ipare not to call Mofes and Jefits the Son of Maryy 
Jmpofiors, as well as Mahomet our holy Lofwgifver, 
The laugh at Miracles, and ridicule Prophecies ; 
and you had as good talk to them of a Man in the 
Moon^ as of an Apparition from the Dead, 

7'heie Sort of Libertines are not only to be found* 
in the Court of France, but in general all over Europe^ 
The Contagion is e^dtndck, the JnfeBion has fpread^ 
k felf through Ckr^ and Laity, Nobles and Vulgar i 
infomuch, as he palies for a Man efno Wit, who 
has not ^ Spict of Mei/m. . . 

This 
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Tins will not feem Grange when diou fiiakknow, 
that even among their MufiPs themfelves, there 
have been fome Ludans, who efteem'd Religion 
hat an OU Wift^s Taie, and osM the mod imponant 
Jirticks cf their Faitb^ but a» Inftraments of Ambi- 
tion and Avarice, to aggrandize thcm&lves and iill 
their QdStn, Le9 X. z fiunons R9mafi P^tiJ\ will 
be recorded to all Pofterity, for that Sartafin of his 
on Jefus^ ' the Meffias of the CMftinfis j JJow fmtch 
^n *we enriched by tins Fabk ^ Chrift ? Indeed, if 
we refled weH on the Maxims and PraBifes of that 
Courts it Will not be hard to conclude. That GoU is 
the Great God of the Romans^ and the Ultimate Ob* 
ji3 of their JdoratioMf fmce that alone can open or 
ihot Husven and Helli no Piety or Virtue, no 
Flayers. «r Tearv, Alms or Penances being avaliable, 
unteis made ib by the meritorious Adjand of this 
powerful Metal. Neither ndcd the moft enormous 
Stnne|5 defpak Of Pardon, if th^ have but Plssta 
for their ProSlor^ and Gold for their Apokgy ; there 
being certain Rates fet upon all ^ns, which if p2u4»^ 
thoie of the deepeft Dye are as rtadily abfolv^d, as 
the finalleft Peccadilh\ 

This fpiritual ^Merchandife of Souls in, the ^«» 
freme Court of Cbrijiendom, has in no fmall Degree 
contributed to th&Jtbei/m of t^e Age; while Re- 
ligion is thereby rendered cheap and vile, a mere 
Artifice of 'Govemneat, a Stratagem of the Prieji' 
hoodf to ke^p Fods in Awe and Subjedlfion. And 
therefore, fuch as have a better Opinion of themio 
ielves, and would be thought Men of Senfe, tak* 
Occafion to earp at the vety fundamental Princi- 
l^les of all Religion, and to difpute againft the Be^ 
ing of a God, Rather than tamely couch under the 
i«uggag€i of mamfeft Impollures, they, Uke wild 
Coiu, throw oS* the Yoke even of natural Religion 
and common Morality : And, becaufe they have 
too much &^^ to be dbus*d with RsUgious Umbrages, 

and 
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and too little Faith to fwallow all the ?i9us Frauds ^ 
of the Church for undoubted Oracles of Hca^ven, 
they will have no Faith at. all, cor give any Credit 
to the Dictates of corred^ Reafon ; but^ turning 
Scepticks in all Things, are ftedfafl to nothing 
bat the Satisfadtion of their Lulls ; looking upon it 
as iil Husbandry of the prefent Time» to fquander 
away the leaft Mpment on the Thoughts of a future 
Life. 

But thou Fcn^ahlg Hogia^ who haft been pre- 
fent at the Myfteries of the hoJy Stpu/chre, and kiis'd 
the Floor of Jhraham^s Oratory, art happy in the 
Poifeffion of a blamele^ Faith. Thou haft . renoun- 
ced the vain pleafiires of Senfe ; and thy Life is 
one continued Series <ff Abftinence, Prayer, Rafting, 
Alms, and other ggod Works. Having been blefs'd 
with frequent Vifions of Faradifiy and Anticipations 
of the Immortal State ; pray that Mabmut may per.

the Gtnealogy of their G^ds, Thou wilt fay I have 
a good Memory, ihould I now rehcarfe the Seri^ 
of our Converfatiom on this Poifit. But, I will not 
be fo troablefonte for the Sake of :4pplaufe. Thb* 
I often think over thy Sentiments with infinite De- 
light, yet I will not repeat them here, left I tempt 
thee to throw away my Letter before thou hail half 
read it. , Only give me lea^e to put thee in mind« 
how thou didft then vindicate the Infant World, 
for placing ,thofe excellent Souls in Heavetty who 
had been illuilrious Benefactors to Mankind on 
Ea7'th i and, that though alter Ages fell into the 
Crime of IdaUtry, by giving divine Honours to the 
iirfl Inventors of Arts and Scienteff, and by facrl- 
ficing to the Manes of departed Heroes^ yet it was 
thy Opinion, that thofe who firfl confecrated them 
to Immortality^ and a Fame that Ihould know no 
End, did but perform the .Rights of Gratitude 
execute the Dilates of innocent Nature*, without 
ever dreaming of the Religious Ceremonies which 
their deluded Pofterity fuperinduc'd. - ^ 

To do thee Jufiice, this was a noble Thought, 
full of Humanity, and exaftly fquaring with ufiby- 
afs*d Reafon; and I muil confeis, I owe the fre* 
quent Cure of my Melancholy ,td the Force of this 
generous Sentiment. 

The' Chrift tans i efpecially here in the Jf^eJI. out-* 
go the Jenvs ia the luperftitioas Narrownefs of 
their Principles ; and, as the latter confined Salva- 
tion to the Lineage of Jacobs fo the former reilraiii 
it to the Latin Ckurch. I have often conversed with 
fome of their Learned Der^izesj on the I'heme of 
the Pagans Salvation, bu* .can by no Arguments 
beat them off from their inveterate Prejudice.

They will not ;d]ow £> mach as one of the Hiaibms 
to be ikved» and but a hundred and forty fbiir 
thoaiand of the ynvs^ accounting twelve thoo- 
fiuid of every Tribe. This is the fevere Arithme- 
tick of the IVefiem Religion^ whofe Profei&rs there- 
by render themielves greater hfikh than thde 
thev damn. 'Tis to be hoped^ there is a larger 
Caicule with Gwl for the Number of the BhfeJ, 
Or ehe one would think, Heil would be too popu* 
knu, and the DivH would be forced to make Se- 
quent Decimations, and fend Colonies abroad, to 
jnake Room for the ever fielh Glut ^ his new 
iGueils. 

For ,my Part, who wa»Eduatted in the impartial 
Rudiments of Truth, in the ferene Principles of the

£ived of all Religions ; and that at the Dtt^ of 
yui^ment, there fltiill be ereded a Fourth Bmnner ifohr 
^Kh to reibit to, who never heard of Jl%/^/, Jifits^ 
or Mahmut, Afiuredly, there is no Nfalice in the 
Omntpdien^ and he will not damn Mien for their 
kvoliintary Ignorance of his .ft^M/fd^ Laws; provided 
they live up to the genuine Dictates of l^Atuft and 
JUsfiit, which are't& tmeft Standards of Virtue and 
pofitive Religion.

They have their 
Spies in all Companies, who inform them of Mens 
Words and Adlions.. Thefe Hounds are always up. 
on the Scent ; and will fmell a Heretick out if he 
breaths within the Purlieu of their Hunt. A Man 
dares not fays his Soul is his onjon in thefe Countries ; 
.nor claim the Privilege to exercife his Reafon. The 
. Inhabitants live in a moft abjedl Slavery to the 
Priefthood^ and Travellers muft drag the Chain, bri- 
. die their Tongues, and curb their Actions for their 
. own Security. . But in France the In^uifttion is ab- 
' • • ' horr*d. 
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]iorr*d» aid an immortal Averfion conceived againft 
the TyiV^y ^^ ^H^ Piad^Vres of tfaie Sfaniards, 
The- People ire of ihore generous . Tempers, the 
Laws not fo f}gpFov»6, ia«)d yeixhtf .come far fhort of 
the Jufticc of the Ottoman Empire. Though my Coa* 
finement was tedious^ ^et ^twas tolerable ; and, if I 
could not be happy in a Priibn, fb neither was I 
properly miferable. 

When Evil furprxzes us, we commonly aiFright 
Mr felves, by beholding it in its grofs Bulk ; . our 
icattercd Spirits are aftoniihed at an infinite Bug- 
bear. Whereas, if we take a more particular Sur- 
vey of the dreadful Ol^jedt, anatomife and view it 
piece by Piece, we find, that the greateil Part of 
what fo difmayed us, had no other ^ Exigence than 
fn our own Imaginations. Thus when I was firft 
ieized by Cardinal MaxarinPt Order, I preiaged to 
my ielf no leis than infufFerable Tortures, an igno- 
minious Death, and (which affefled me with th^ 
moft fenfible Grief^ the Difcovery of my Cgmmiffi'^ 
•», and the Af&irs of the Sublime Port, When I firft 
enter 'd the Prifon, I bid adieu to ail Joy aad Comfort 
in this Life, ahd thought of nothing but preparing 
my felf 'for the other PTorU, where I hoped to be 
renewed again to immenfe Pleafures, 4he Delights of 
ParaJife^ as a Rewaid of my Sufferings for that 
LaiAj, which was brought down from Heaven by the 
^ngel Gabriel. 

Thefe were my firft Thoughts in Prifoa, ; but 
when Sleep had compofed my Spirits, and Time 
had render*d me more familiar with the Place of - 
my Reftraint, I began to think it was not impoffi- 
ble to live, and even to regain my Liberty. How- 
ever, I refolved to alleviate the Grief of niy Reftraint, 
by contracting my Defires within a narrower Cbm- 
pafi, and circumfcribing my Wifties within thofe 
Walls Which confined my Body. 1 framed to my 
(elf Felicities, out of the Contemplation of my Mi« 
Stry, and- by coofidering what I enjoyed^ I paci- 
fied 
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tied ip^ Difcontent for what I wanted. % was not 
. fo clofe ihat, but that I could at Pleafure let io 
frefh Air, and take a Profpeft of the City and adja- 
cent Fields at my Window. This made me reli(h 
my Prifon with fome Degree of Content. The Want 
which moil afflidled me, was» that of Fbifncain 
Water.; which I durft not fo much at ask £or^ in 
iLch C^antities as are requifite to the Cleannefs of 
a Mujulman^ left I Qiould have confirmed them ih 
the Sufpicion which was tl^ Occail^n pf niyl Impri* 
fonment. For, I was fure» my Anions would be 
narrowjy obfei;ved - - - .- 

The fame Caution made me not refixfe to eat on 
Swine*s Flelh, and drink freely , of Wine, when once 
invited to the Gcjemsr^s Table. 'Tis true, I had 
great Scrjpies and Fears upon me. But, I com-^ 
forted my felf with thofe PaHTages in the Alcoran^ 
which fecm to indulge us this Liberty in Cafe of Ne- 
ceffity, by affuring us. That God is the M&ciful of 
the Merciful, and that he requires not utlreafdnabk 
Performances of his Creatures. Othcrwifc, I 
ihould have thought, every Morfel I fwallowM df 
that execrable Meat would have choaked me, and 
every Draught of Wine have been my JPoifon. 
Tell me, Great Oracle of Truth, whether in this I 
h^ve notfmned? I think my felf not 'innocent, till 
thou haft pronounced me fo. However, this Frank- 
nefs. in Eating and Drinking with the Chriflians,^ 
without the leaft Referve or Nicenefs, contributed 
fomething to their better Opinion of me. Men are 
generally fo wedded to their own Cuftoms, that he 
lcx)ks hke ^ Monfter, who tKwarts them, and does 
not comply with the prefent Mode. And the French 
have a Pi-overh, Voat nahen a Man is at Rome, hi 
mufi li*ve like the Romans. 

' I believe I was invited to this Collaticn in order 
^to a Difcovery ; and had I refufed to eat and drink 
what was before me, it had, no doubt, been a con- 
vincing Argument to thcfc Infidels^ that 1 was a 
Mufftdman, I 
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If I 1i8iv# £x^Md Ji) this Point, I hiimbly crave 
tby JhjBktim 2^ Prayers ; but, if I have do;ie 
well inform me^ that f9 I ina^ have Ptace of 
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JTo Mchmet ^n EunuthPagein the 3eraglio. 

THOU baft long ago heard of my Itnprifon* 
mem at Paris^ let not the News of my Releafc 
J^ unwelcome to thee. If thou didft th^n fympa- 
thi^e with my SofieringSy now take a ihare in* my 
Joy. I believe thou haft Fnendihip enough to do 
))oth; and, I 9m willing thou ihouldeft divide the. 
P/rf with witl^ me as well as the Other, 

I will not therefore make thee melancholy with 
H J^hearfiU ^( my Fears and Apprehenfions, my 
W4n^9 9b4 pifcorntents, with other doleful Circum* 
fiances of' |i Prifon. lam qcw at Liberty, let Sad- 
^(s Yftni(h. Yet I h^ve not fo forgot my late Grief^ 
9A Co be now e^cfieffivq in nay Joy^ fince { am liable 
|o {Jie fem^ 9r a wor(e Dif^fter again. It is ne-* 
ir^r gpqd tp be ffcure^ while we are ignf)rant what*9 
|hf next Pption jtl^at Fate is tempering fpr us. Mo* 
deration Iteeps a Man upon his -<3uard; and, if any 
jStroke oi lyjisfprtune be aiin*4 at him, he is aware 
l^f the Blow, . and ib can either dextroufly ward it . 
^» C^at jfeaft.take.JiQflQurable Quarter ; Whereas 
he that fuiFers himfelf to be diifolv'di and his, Mind 
VHbent with Prpfperi)ty, - is taicen Captive by Evil, . 
without bei^ ^blj^ to make .a;ny eaiie Conditions 
for himfelf. i love to have my Eyes open, and to 
Ipokroufid, th€ fM^Jisrimnf^i Contingencies: I 
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watch for thfe tcry Paffibilitie« of Misfortime, that 
fo I may not be catchM tiaf>ping by a Calamity, bift 
Ik always in a State to fence, or make Con^oft* 
tlon. 

' I wiH notv tell thee with more' Freedom than 1 
did the Mufti, what happened to me during my 
Imprilbnment. Thte Giivernur of the Citadel 
where I was confinM, invited me one Bay to a 
Banquet. I need not give thee an Inventory of the 
Various Difties, with Which iiis Table was furnifh* 
ed : Our Entertainment was generous, he regal'd ' 
me beyond the Exp^^tion of a Pri(bnerr dnd had 
there not been a Defign in it, I ihould have ad- 
mired the Bounty of this Ittfikl. But his Treat 
was a^Snare, and contrived for a Teft of my ReUgion, 
Whether 1 was a Difctfle of Mmhomet or Jefus-f 
Thou khoweil the Chrifiians eat Swine's Flefh, and 
drink Wine, which the Muffithnans have in Abo- 
mination. We had Plenty of both at this Fcaft, 
and I darft not be fqueamilh at either. I tell thee, 
though 1 cat of the one with little Plcafure, yet'I 
drank of the other without ^ny Difguft. Thefe 
Naz.arenes imitate the ancient Grecians at their Ban- 
-qucts, in drinking of Heahhs to fu<ih as they moft 
efteem. The Gtyvernbr plied me with Glaffes, and 
1 quaifed ^liberally. ; PoTicy and .Self-Prefc'rvatidn 
taught me to begin thie Debauch ; and, the Charms 
of ihat tempting Liquor would not fuffer me to 
fiirink to the End. The Wines of France are very 
delicate, and we had choice of the Beft. The 
Pleafure I enjoyed at this Banquet, had almoft re- 
conciled me to the Di/cip/es of Hali ; and, I could 
have wifh'd, our Prophet had been iti a better Hu- 
mour, when he jforbid us the Juici? of the * Grape, 
He promifes us Rivers of Wine in Faradifey and, 
while 1 was in my Gups,- I thought he might con- 
nive at us, for taking a Glafs or two fometimes on 
Earth. If thou haft not yet tafted this enchanting 
X'i^uor^ I .wifli thee to 9l>i^ain' a» long -.as thou 
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livefl ; for otherwife thoa wilt find it very difficult 
to overcome the Defires of it, or to live without it. 
Eor xriy part, I greedily longed for it before ever I 
Cafted it» becauie it was forbid : And now I have 
often had my Fill of it» my Appetite is incre^fed. 
The more I drink, the greater is my Thirft after 
It, which is never like to be quench*dj till I fhall 
drink at the Oiiginal Fountains of Wine, in Faradife. 

I do not think it fo great a Sin as our Dodors 
would make us believe^ iince the Di'uine LMrwgi<ver 
preicribes AbiUnence from Wine, rather as a Coun- 
ie], than a Command. If thou art of another Opi- 
nion, I cenfure thee not. The late Sulfan Amurath 
was of my Mind; ^vA yxxasiy Gmndea at the P^r/ 
count it no Herefie. All the Danger lies in the £x- 
cefs. I am no Advocate for Drunkards. 

Let thefe Things be fpokcn like Words in a Dream, 
which cannot be fem^paber^d again. Thou haH Pru- 
dence enough to take Care, that this Letter fall not 
into the Hands of fuch as fhall difpofe of it in the 
Wall of the Hazada, It is evident that I love thee, 
in that I thus frankly difdofe fuch Paflages as I 
wodd not have others be privy to. 

After all^ I declare I (hould edeem my felf much 
more happy, might I exchange Paris for Conftan- 
tinofU^ and the moft delicious Wines of Eurofe for 
the wjiolcfome Sberhets of Jfia, 

May Hean^en fulfil my Defire, to fee thee on^e 
again, with the reft of my Friends at the Seraglio. 
Continue thy AiFcQioH to Mabmut^ who lovi^s his 
Friends without Hypocrify. Adieu.
